Belgian Dirk Geukens (Hon) was 
the overall winner at round seven of 
the World Championship 500cc MX 
Series at Hawkstone Park, England, 
July 7. Georges Jobe (Hon) finished 
second overall and Jacky Martens 
(KTM): was third. American Billy 
Liles (Kaw) finished third in the first 
moto but dropped out of the second 
moto due to mechanical problems. 
Jobe leads Martens in the point 
standings, 179-164. 


The July 7 round of the AMA 600 
National Championship Dirt Track 
Series at Wisconsin’s Hales Corners 
Speedway was rained out midway 
through the program. Along with the 
qualifying heat races in the Junior and 
Expert classes, the $5000 Dash for Cash 
took place before the rain struck and 
Rodney Farris (H-D) won that 
event, earning $2000. 


Jay Springsteen (H-D) and Steve 
Morehead (H-D) shared wins in two 
dirt track events run at the Palau Sant 
Jordi in Barcelona, Spain, on July 1- 
2. Springsteen won Monday night's 
short track main event with Morehead 
finishing second and Spaniard Juan 
Bulto (Cag) third. Tuesday night's 
TT main event saw Morehead come 
home the winner, but much to the 
delight of the crowd, Spaniard Alex 
Llobert (KTM) finished second, 
holding off third place finisher 
Springsteen. 


Ezra Lusk (Suz) swept the 125 and 
250cc Pro classes at the Charlotte 
Stadium MX, held on July 3 as part 
of Charlotte Motorcycle Week in 
Charlotte, North Carolina. Todd 
DeHoop (Suz) was the runner-up in 
the 250cc class and Mike Andrews (Suz) 
finished second in the 125cc division. 


Brian Anderson (W-R) was the 
overall winner in the motorcycle 
division at the Pikes Peak Hillclimb 
in Colorado Springs, Colorado, July 
4. Anderson, a resident of Colorado 
Springs, covered the 12.42-mile course 
in 13 minutes, 24.82 seconds. He was 
competing in the Open Pro class. 
Dave Durelle (W-R), who was also 
an Open Pro class entrant, finished 
second, less than four seconds down 
on Anderson’s winning time. Arlo 
Englund (KTM), the 250cc class 
winner, was third overall, 500cc Pro 
class winner Roeseler (Kaw) 
was fourth overall, and Tony 
Donahue (W-R) finished fifth over- 
all, third in the Open Pro class. 


The rescheduling of the Texas 








World Speedway round of the AMA 
National Championship Road Race 
Series to October 4-6 occurred due to 
the promoters requesting the date 
change to accommodate sponsors. The 
rescheduling also allows for any 
further delays in construction and 
paving, part of a $5 million renovation 
project, as a result of unseasonably wet 
weather that has prevailed this year in 
Texas.

'The Tom Walther/Shawn McDo- 
nald Can-Am Challenge Race for 
Safety will take place on July 28 at 
Seattle International Raceway in Kent, 
Washington, in conjunction with a 
Washington Motorcycle Road Race 
Association (WMRRA) meet. The 
600cc Production class race will offer 
a $1500 purse supplied by the Tom 
Walther Memorial Fund, Shawn 
McDonald, Seattle Cycle Center, Met- 
zeler Tires, WMRRA, 1-90 Honda, 
Lynnwood. Yamaha and Bellvue 
Suzuki. The race is being held to help 
promote track and rider safety and 
displays by sponsoring dealerships, the 
Washington State Motorcycle Safety 
Foundation, the Walther Memorial 
Fund and others will be set up in a 
special area. Walther was a top Can- 
adian road racer who lost his life in 
a race in Japan in 1987. McDonald 
suffered paralyzing injuries in a race 
in New Zealand last year. McDonald 
is coordinating the Can-Am Challenge 
and will also announce the races. 
Proceeds from the event will go to the 
Walther Memorial Fund, which is 
dedicated to rider safety, and the 
McDonald Fund for Quadraplegia. 


Scott Parker came up one spot short 
of scoring a record 41st Grand 
National Championship/Camel Pro 
Series win at the June 29 Lima Half 
Mile. The 29-year-old rider from 
Michigan will get his next shot at 
breaking out of a tie with Jay Spring- 
Steen on the all-time win list at the 
July 13 Hagerstown Half Mile at 
Maryland's Hagerstown Speedway. 
Parker, who has won three of the seven

in 1961, the first time the race was held at Daytona International Speedway; and 
a 1972 350cc Yamaha, the smallest motorcycle ever to win the race, ridden to 
victory by Don Emde, son of the 1948 winner. Also included in the exhibit are 
photographs and other memorabilia tracing the 50-year history of the race. 

The museum, now one year old, also will unveil an additional exhibit, “Those 


Fabulous Fours,” 


in July. This display, featuring more than 50 motorcycles, will 


trace the development and evolution of the four-cylinder motorcycle from 1907 


to the present.

thus far this season, is no stranger tó 
the record book. He's the all-time 
winningest rider on mile tracks with 
26 wins and he's won 19 of the last 
23 Camel Pro mile events. He's the all- 
time leading money winner with 
$474,000 in Camel bonuses alone. His 
10 wins in 1989 gave him the single 
season record. If that's not enough, 
Parker holds the qualifying record at 
three tracks (Lima, Sacramento and 
San Jose), the race records at four tracks

But right now, I'm 
just thinking about racing and ever- 
ything else will take care of itself."'

Other 
Oklahoma City National wins were 
scored by the late Fred Nix, a native 
Oklahoman who logged back-to-back 
wins in 1967 and 1968, Jim Rice in 
1969, Mark Brelsford in 1970, Gene 
Romero in 1971, and Hank Scott 


in 1976. Three-time Grand National 
Champion Bart Markel holds the 
one-lap track record of 24.84 seconds 
which he set in 1970. The 20-lap race 
record was set by Springsteen at 8 
minutes, 18.86 seconds in "77.

AMA Expert class dirt track racer Tim 
Best of Fairborn, Ohio, suffered fatal 
injuries in a street bike accident on 
Tuesday evening, June 25. Best, 19, 
was a sophomore at Wright State 
University where he was twice named 
the most valuable runnner on the 
school's cross country team. A 1989 
graduate of Greenville High School, 
Best was the school's winningest career 
wrestler with 82 victories. According 
to the Dayton Daily News, the accident 
is being investigated by the Miami 
County Sheriff's Department. “Не 
rode professionally the last three 
years," his father Douglas Best told the 
Daily News. “I’m not buying anything 
about his being out of control."

projected $14.3 billion budget deficit, has chosen California's off-highway 


T he California Legislature, which has set its sights on LUY. the state’s 


vehicle (OHV) fund as one of its targets. 

Lawmakers have included a plan in the state's new budget proposal that would 
rob the OHV fund of over $8 million. The budget proposal, which is likely to 
be sent to Governor Pete Wilson for final approval this month, would transfer 
the money into the state's general fund. The move would also scrap plans for 
the establishment of a new riding area at Otay Mesa in San Diego County and 


delay a number of other OHV projects. 


The OHV fund is maintained through registration fees and fuel taxes paid 
by motorized recreation enthusiasts, and by law it must be used to fund projects 
specifically related to off-road recreation. But according to American Motorcyclist 
Association (AMA) Legislative Affairs Specialist Eric Lundquist, some legislators 
continue to view it as an easy solution to the state's complex budget problems. 


"Enough is enough, 


" said Lundquist. 


“The proposed transfer comes on top 


of the more than $24 million that state lawmakers have taken from off-highway 
riders over the years. This is just another attempt to force off-highway riders 
into contributing more toward the reduction of the deficit than other Californians.”

There will be no change in the format 
of World Championship MX Ser- 
ies racing in 1992, as far-reaching 
proposals by the CMS, the FIM's 
motocross commission, received a slap 
in the face when the FIM board of 
directors recently met in Switzerland. 
The CMS proposal to open next year’s 
500cc class to 250cc machines was 
thrown out, and the FIM hierarchy 
instructed the CMS to rethink its 
scheme to do away with the 500cc class, 
reduce the 125cc class to junior status, 
and run the GPs on a supercross-type 
format which it had proposed to do 
in 1993. Discussions on the format of 
World Championship MX events after 
1993 must now take place at the FIM’s 
autumn congress meeting in New 
Zealand. It is believed that a format 
favored by FIM President Jos Vaessen 
would bring together both 125 and 
500cc classes, in separate races, at the 
same GP event. 


Tobacco giant Philip Morris is once 
again putting Michele Rinaldi, 
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manager of the Chesterfield Suzuki 
team campaigning.the World Cham- 
pionship 250cc MX Series, under 
pressure to switch from Suzuki to 
Yamaha machinery next year. The 
Italian team chief still hopes to stay 
with Suzuki, for whom he won the 
125cc World Championship in 1984, 
but Yamaha officials are more confi- 
dent than ever before that they will 
aquire the services of 250cc World 
Champion Alessandro Puzar in 
1992, courtesy of the tobacco sponsor. 
Philip Morris has a close relationship 
with Yamaha in road racing with the 
Marlboro Roberts team and with the 
Chesterfield-backed Paris-Dakar Rally 
team. Philip Morris executives have 
been asking why this link is not carried 
over to motocross as well. Puzar's 
contract with Rinaldi and Chesterfield 
runs through 1992. The other team 
rider could be 125cc World Champion 
Donny Schmit. 


A Motocross Challenge event, 
featuring motocross, supercross, beach 
racing, enduro, speedway, Superbiker, 
trials and sprint events has been given 
the go-ahead by the FIM. The com- 
petition will be open to two-man 
national teams and will be run on the 
Tuesday and Thursday following the 
September 15 Motocross des Nations 
in Valkenswaard, Holland. The 
venues for most of the activity will be 
the Dutch Nations track and Eric 
Geboers' Olmen track, just over the 
border in Belgium. Competitors will 
be required to use one bike for all 
events, and it will an event “made for 
TV” as no spectators will be allowed. 
The general public will be able to see 
the action on TV.

Holland. DeCoster's choices are Jeff 
Stanton for the 500cc class, Damon 
Bradshaw in the 250cc class and 
125cc World Champion Donny 
Schmit for the 125cc class. The final 
decision will be made by the AMA 
some time in August. 


Donny Schmit, who has been out of 
action since he broke his collarbone 
and thumb at the Hungarian 125cc MX 
GP on May 26, will return to racing 
at the August 4 German GP. “The 
collarbone is about 80% healed, and the 
thumb about 7595," said Schmit from 
his home in Minnesota. “І want to play 
it safe and look forward to next year. 
Hopefully I can come back and win 
the last two GPs." Schmit plans to 
move to the 250cc class next year and 
is hoping to compete in at least one 
of the 125cc Nationals after the World 
Championship 125cc MX Series ends 
on August 18 in Japan. 


Motocrosser Ty Davis underwent 
surgery on July 3 to repair damage to 
his right wrist which he dislocated and 
fractured at the Mammoth Mountain 
Motocross in Mammoth Lakes, Cali- 
fornia, on June 30. According to 
trainer Jeff Spencer, the 1990 125cc 





Western Regional Supercross Cham- 
pion will be out of action for approx- 
imately three months. 


Privateer motocrosser John Dowd, 
from Chicopee, Massachusetts, suf- 
fered a broken leg in a crash while 
riding a morning practice session at 
the Red Bud 125/250cc National MX 
in Buchanan, Michigan, July 7. Dowd, 
who won the 250cc class at the March 
24 Hangtown National, was in seventh 
place in the 250cc series point stand- 
ings going into the Red Bud event. It 
was to be Dowd's first race since 
breaking his collarbone in a practice 
crash at the May 18 Meadowlands 
Supercross. 


Team Suzuki's Larry Ward was a no- 
show at the Red Bud National. While 
practicing in Michigan a few days 
before the race, Ward was complaining 
of pain in his leg and went to see a 
doctor. According to Team Suzuki 
mechanic Pete Steinbrecher, Ward 
suffered a cut to his leg at the June 
22 Los Angeles Supercross, which had 
since become infected. Ward was 
immediately hospitalized for blood 
poisoning and was scheduled to be 
released a few days after the race.

Bradshaw, Kiedrowskt sizzle at Red Bud

BUCHANAN, MI, JULY 7 
amaha’s Damon Bradshaw and 
ү Kawasaki's Mike Kiedrowski each 
scored their first overall wins of 
the National outdoor MX season via 
3-1 and 1-2 moto performances at Red 
Bud Track ‘N’ Trail. 

Bradshaw's win was the hardest to 
come by as he battled tooth and nail 
with defending 250cc MX National 
Champion Jeff Stanton and recently 
crowned Camel Supercross Champion 
Jean-Michel Bayle throughout both 
30-minute plus two-lap motos. On an 
extremely hot and humid day, 
Bradshaw led most of the first moto 
until he crashed and dropped back to 
third where he would finish the moto 
behind winner Stanton and Bayle. 

Bradshaw came back with vengeance 
in the second moto, nailing the 
holeshot and holding on to a bike- 
length lead for most of the race to score 
a narrow victory over Honda team- 
mates Bayle and Stanton. Except for 
the last two laps, the top four riders 
were never separated by more than four 
seconds. 

Stanton finished second overall with 
a 1-3 score, while series points leader 
Bayle was third via a 2-2 tally. 

"After all that, I can't believe I 
gained just one point," said Bradshaw 
half jokingly. “Now I'm just 21 points 
behind Вау1е!” 

Bayle currently holds on to a some- 
what comfortable series points lead 
over factory Honda teammate Stanton, 
151-139, with Bradshaw third with 130 
points. 





Finishing fourth overall with a 5- 
4 moto score was Suzuki's Mike 
LaRocco, who was always within 
striking distance of the leaders in both 
motos, while fifth overall went to 
Kawasaki's Jeff Matiasevich who 
logged consistent 6-6 moto finishes. 

In the 125cc class, 1989 125cc 
National Champion Kiedrowski came 
from behind and blew away everyone 
in the first moto, but finished second 
to Yamaha's Jeff Emig in the second 
moto. However, Kiedrowski's 1-2 tally 
was more than enough to secure the 
overall win and move him into the 
series points lead over the defending 
class champion, Suzuki's Guy Cooper, 
135-125. Cooper scored second overall 
with a 2-3 score, while Team Peak 
Honda rider Steve Lamson (3-6), Tuf 
Racing's Ronnie Tichenor (5-4) and 
privateer Honda pilot Erik Kehoe (4- 
5) filled out the top five overall. Brian 
Swink, the series class leader going 
into the Red Bud National, went 6- 
13 for 11th overall, dropping back to 
third in the 125cc ppint standings with 
124 points. 

An early morning thunderstorm 
caused an hour-and-a-half delay in the 
day's program, with the first 125cc 
moto getting underway just before 2:30 
p.m., and the last 250cc moto ending 
at almost 6:30 p.m. Despite the heavy 
early morning cloud cover, the sun 
eventually broke out just before the 
first 125cc moto, which opened the 
day's National motos, and quickly 
dried out the track, making track 


conditions, for the most part, dry and 
dusty. Temperatures nearly reached 
the century mark, and combined with 
the humidity, took its toll on many 
riders. 


250 National 


Stanton, Bayle and Bradshaw shot 
to the front of the pack at the start 
of the first 250cc moto, with privateer 
Suzuki rider Cliff Palmer, Matiasevich, 
Ward and LaRocco in close pursuit. 
Running midpack was 125cc MX 
World Champion Trampas Parker, 
who would eventually work up as far 
as 12th before pulling out of the race 
near the midway point after casing a 
double jump. 

By the end of the first lap, Bradshaw 
had passed both Bayle and Stanton in 
one swoop, while Palmer dropped 
back to llth, making the top order 
read: Bradshaw, Stanton, Bayle, Mati- 
asevich, Ward and LaRocco. 

Bradshaw, Stanton and Bayle 
quickly pulled away from the rest of 
the pack, setting the stage for what 
would be a race-long nose-to-tail 


dogfight among the three factory- 


riders. Bradshaw set a blistering pace 
that was matched by both Stanton and 
Bayle lap after lap, but despite the close 
contest, very little passing took place. 
In fact, only once did the positions 
change, and that occurred when Brad- 
shaw crashed on the eighth lap. 

“I just came off the uphill double, 
and when I landed, wham-o, the front 
end washed out," said Bradshaw. “I 





was feeling really comfortable up to 
that point." 

Bradshaw quickly remounted in 
third, a few seconds behind Bayle. 
Despite continued hounding by Bayle, 
Stanton maintained his cool in the 
heat and hung on for a narrow win, 


` while Bradshaw finished a few seconds 


behind Bayle. 

“JMB (Bayle) and Damon pushed 
me all the way, it was not an easy race," 
said Michigan resident Stanton in 
between motos. “At first, I just settled 
into second and watched Bradshaw 
until he crashed. JMB hounded me the 
whole way, I thought he would put 
the pressure on at the end, but I pulled 
him slightly. I don’t think I went any 
faster at the end, I just stayed the 
same." 

“I wasn't really riding as hard as I 
could've when I was leading," said 
Bradshaw. “I was saving my energy for 
the end, but I crashed. After that it was 
hard getting going again.” 

While Stanton, Bayle and Bradshaw 
battled up front, another three-rider 
group — Matiasevich, Jeff Ward and 
LaRocco — was dicing for fourth. 
About the time that Bradshaw had 
crashed, Matiasevich surrendered 
fourth to teammate Ward, and shortly 
thereafter, LaRocco droppped Mati- 
asevich back to sixth. 

LaRocco then set out after Ward and 
began challenging for fourth, but five 
laps from the end, his bike started 
blowing steam out the exhaust. 
LaRocco started losing ground to 





Ward as his bike began to overheat 
and ping badly. Two laps from the 
finish, LaRocco pitted to add water 
to the radiator and pulled back on to 
the track just after Matiasevich had 
roosted by. Despite the overheating 
problem, LaRocco closed on Matiase- 
vich and passed him on the last lap, 
making the top finishing order read: 
Stanton, Bayle, Bradshaw, Ward, 
LaRocco and Matiasevich. Finishing 

distant seventh was KTM’s Mike 
Fisher, while Yamaha’s Doug Dub- 
ach, who started the moto near the 
back of the pack, finished eighth. 
Team Green Kawasaki's Larry Brooks 
and Tuf Racing’s Keith Bowen 
rounded out the top 10. 

Bradshaw grabbed the holeshot in 
he second moto with Stanton, Bayle 
рпа LaRocco in tow. Dubach chased 
them in fifth place, while both Ward 
nd Matiasevich were mired at the back 
f the pack. 

Once again, BradShaw, Stanton and 
Bayle, with LaRocco in the trio’s draft, 
pulled away from the pack and set the 
Etage for another close battle. But just 
Rs had occurred in the opening moto, 
here was very little passing.

vich worked his way up to sixth. 
Rounding out the top 10 were Fisher, 
Brooks, Rodney Smith and Ward. 

“I just felt really good out there," 
said Bradshaw. ‘‘When Stanton passed 
me it just made me mad and I wanted 
to pass him back. It was a tough гасе.” 

“You just can't make mistakes like 
that in long, hot races,” said Stanton. 
“I just lost my momentum after that 
and that was it.” 

Bayle, who admittedly doesn't like 
racing in the heat, said, “You can't go 
wide open the whole race or you're 
going to crash and get hurt, you have 
to conserve energy.” 

Ward, who won both motos here last 
year when it was even hotter, said, “I 
almost got knocked down right at the 
start, then I fell twice on the first lap, 
it was so dusty you couldn't see 
anything. I was low on energy today 
and I don't know why."

Yamaha's Jeff Emig roosted into the 
lead at the start of the first 125cc 
National moto but crashed before the 
first lap was completed. 

“T went into this bowl turn and the 
front end washed out," said a battered 
Emig, who sported cuts on his chin 
and arms. “I cartwheeled with the bike 
and it landed on top of me.” 

Emig remounted near the back of 
the pack and eventually worked up and 
finished 13th.

Inheriting the lead when Emig went 
down was Team Peak Honda's Jeremy 
McGrath, who hadn't raced since the 
June 15 San Jose Supercross in order 
to allow a broken leg he suffered at the 
May 26 Mt. Morris to heal. McGrath 
held the front position for the next four 
laps until he began to fade back to 
seventh. 

“I just got tired,” said McGrath. “I 
didn't want to take the risk-of crashing 
and getting hurt. I just haven't been able 
to ride lately, so I'ma little out of shape." 

After starting the moto in fourth, 
Kiedrowski moved into the number 
one position after passing McGrath 
and stayed there for the duration of 
the moto. 

By the midway point, Kehoe had 
moved into second, but knocking at 
his back door was defending 125cc 
National Champion Cooper and 
Team Peak Honda's Steve Lamson. 
Kehoe held Cooper at bay until the 
privateer went down. 

“Someone ahead of me blew out a 
berm and my front wheel washed out 
and hit a big hole,” said Kehoe. “Аз 
I was running back to my bike, Cooper 
wheelied right over it." 

"I was.concentrating so hard on 
making the turn I didn't see his bike 
until the last moment," said Cooper. 
"It was either Erik or his bike." 

Kehoe quickly remounted but not 
before Cooper and Lamson had 
motored by. Tichenor filed in behind 
Kehoe but couldn't make a pass, 
making the top five finishing order 
Kiedrowski, Cooper, Lamson, Kehoe 
and Tichenor. Team Peak Honda's 





Brian Swink passed teammate 
McGrath on the last lap for sixth. 

Kawasaki’s Tyson Vohland landed 
eighth, just ahead of Downer Grove 
Yamaha’s (DGY) Jimmy Button and 
Suzuki's Buddy Antunez. DGY's Doug 
Henry, the overall winner at the March 
24 Hangtown National, was 11th. 

"It took me a little time getting 
around McGrath, but otherwise, I had 
an uneventful moto," said Kiedrowski. 
“Once I passed him, I was on my own.” 

“I think the heat is a big factor,” 
said Cooper. “А lot of guys were 
fading, I know I burned up a lot of 
energy.” 

Kehoe blasted his Honda into the 
early lead in moto two and quickly 
established a sizeable lead over’ Emig, 
McGrath and Tichenor. 

At one point, Kehoe enjoyed an 
eight-second lead, but by the ninth lap, 
Emig had reeled in the, former factory 
Suzuki pilot. 

“Т was riding well and feeling 
good," said Kehoe. "At the midway 
point I started pacing myself, that was 
my first mistake, because I started 
slowing down. Then when I saw Emig 
coming, I couldn’t pick my speed back 
up again. It was hot out there, and 
I haven't been racing on a regular basis 
like those guys have been." 

Just past the halfway point, Emig 
darted underneath Kehoe in a turn and 
took command. Within two laps, Emig 
had stretched his lead to six seconds, 

‘while Kiedrowski moved in and 
zapped Kehoe for second. But with 
only a few laps remaining, Kiedrowski 
had no chance of catching Emig, who 
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Mike Kiedrowski moved into the 125cc series points lead with the overall win. 


went on to take the win four seconds 
ahead of runner-up Kiedrowski. 

Tichenor, who had earlier passed 
Cooper for fourth, began applying 
pressure on third-place Kehoe and 
motored by him, as did Cooper, with 
two laps to go. 

Tichenor encountered problems on 
the last lap, though, as the intake 
manifold boot between the carburetor 
and cylinder had ripped and the carb 
was beginning to fall off, causing his 
bike to lose power. Cooper quickly 
took advantage of Tichenor's misfor- 
tune and passed his former Suzuki 
teammate for third. Tichenor held on 
to finish fourth, with Kehoe right on 
his tail in fifth. 

“T tried to pass Kehoe right at the 
start, but I just didn't feel comforta- 
ble," said second moto winner Emig. 
"So I relaxed and hung back, got a 
boost of energy, and started to catch 
him. He (Kehoe) wasn't really protect- 
ing his line$, so he wasn't too hard 
to pass. Once I did pass him, I tried 
to get away as soon as I could to keep 
distance on Kiedrowski.” 

“I popped my clutch too soon off 
the start and hit the gate,” said overall 
winner Kiedrowski. "It was dusty and 
hard to see, but I knew I had to catch 
Kehoe, because Emig was out of it 
points-wise." 

"It was hot out there and dustier 
than I thought it would be," said 
Cooper. “About the halfway point, I 
didn't know if I could keep up my pace, 
and it wasn't even all that fast! 
Tichenor passed me! But he rode real 
well and really deserved third, if he 
didn't have that problem." 

“Tt just seems like something always 
happens to me," said Tichenor. “I’m 


just glad I finished!" €N

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Russell, just barely, 
in Charlotte return 


By Paul Carruthers 


CHARLOTTE, NC, JULY 6 

he AMA brought their road racing 
Ts back to NASCAR country, 

and provided spectators with a 
NASCAR-style finish in the Superbike 
National as Scott Russell barely beat 
Miguel DuHamel and Doug Polen to 
the flag after 22 fast and furious laps 
at the Charlotte Motor Speedway. 


Fast and furious it was with Russell 
and the Muzzy Kawasaki averaging 
101.829 mph in the 49.5-mile race, yet 
only topping DuHamel and the Com- 
monwealth Honda by a mere .042-of-a- 
second. And Polen's Fast By Ferracci Du- 
cati. was just as close in third place as 
the three crossed the finish line together.

For Russell the win was his second 
of the year and third of his career. The 
Georgian was fast all weekend, qual- 
ifying on the pole (see sidebar), and 
leading the majority of the 22 laps, 
including the most important one. He 
took home $4600 of the $25,000 Super- 
bike purse fox his efforts. 

Vance & Hines Yamaha's Thomas 
Stevens managed to finish fourth 
despite a blistered rear tire, and left 
Charlotte with the championship 
points lead. The Floridian was with 
the lead group until the closing stages 
when he was forced to back off in order 
to finish the race. Stevens now leads 
an ever-tightening championship by 
six points over DuHamel, 60-54, with 
Russell third at 51 and Jamie James 
fourth at 50. 

Fifth place today went to Yoshimura 
Suzuki's Tommy Lynch. The 19-year- 
old Californian held off veteran Jimmy 
Adamo and the Gia Ca Moto Ducati 














to post the best National finish of his 
young career. ; 

Californian Brad Hazen also had his 
best National finish ever as he rode the 
Long Beach Yamaha-backed FZR750 
to a seventh place finish ahead of Joe 
Brett Williams’ Honda RC30. Data- 
Trac’s John Hopperstad and Klaus 
Speedworks’ Craig Gleason rounded 
out the top 10 finishers. 

Daytona International Speedway 
and Willow Springs International 
Raceway have been giving tire tech- 
nicians gray hair for years. Now 
Charlotte Motor Speedway can be 
added to their list of worries. Everyone 
was forced to use the hardest com- 
pound tires available because of 
Charlotte’s relentless attack on rear 
rubber, and two of the top Superbike 
competitors still had problems. 

The championship leader going 

into Charlotte, Vance & Hines’ Jamie 
James, was forced out of the race on 
the 13th lap when his rear tire and 
Yamaha FZR750 engine called it quits 
almost simultaneously, and Stevens 
suffered the same tire fate, albeit not 
as seriously as he was able to finish 
fourth, in the late stages of the race. 
‚ With AMA National Championship 
racing returning to Charlotte Motor 
Speedway for the first time since the 
late '70s, spectator turnout was esti- 
mated at 38,000 for the week-long, 
International Cycle Events-promoted 
Motorcycle Week that featured, in 
addition to road racing, motocross and 
drag racing. The somewhat low 
attendance figure can be blamed on a 
number of things, including the same- 
day running of the nationally-televised 
Firecracker 400 at Daytona on 
Saturday. 

One notable was eliminated from| 
the National before it ever began, 
Russell’s Muzzy Kawasaki teammate 
Jacques Guenette, Jr. Guenette 
crashed earlier in the day in the 750cc 
Supersport final and had to undergo| 
an operation that saw the little finger 
on his right hand amputated to the 
first joint. 

The next to go-was The Boys’ Honda} 
RC30-mounted Dale Quarterley, 
Quarterley crashed in the first turn of 
the National when he was squeezed off 
the track on the inside. His crash 
brought out the red flag, but the New 
Englander failed to get his footpeg 
repaired in time to restart the race. 

'The next to go was Freddie Spencer. 
The three-time World Champion 
lowsided his Two Brothers Racing 
Honda R C30 after losing the front end 
in the fourth corner of the restart: 
"Short day, huh?" Spencer said afte 
picking himself up from the grass. 

Spencer's crash eliminated an 
hopes Lynch had of staying in the lead 
group's draft as he was forced to bac 
off rather than run over the sliding 
former champ. 

By this point, James already kne 
he wasn't going to finish this one: “Т 
overheated on the start line and nevei 
did cool down," James explained. 
""They've (the AMA) been doing this 
for 20 years, you think they'd figure 
out that five minutes is too much time 
for us to sit there. The procedure just 
doesn't work anymore. Nothing 
against them (the AMA), but some 
thing needs to be done. I knew it was 
fried right then, but I never looked 
down at the temperature gauge again. 

Still, he was with a lead group thai 
had already separated itself from thd 
rest. DuHamel headed it, with Russell, 
James, Stevens, Commonwealth Rac 
ing’s Rich Arnaiz, Wiseco Yamaha’g 
Tom Kipp and Polen forming a seven: 
bike gaggle as they hit the high 
banking for the first time. 

The first to remove himself from thg 
chase was Arnaiz, the California 











selecting a false neutral on the entrance 
to turn six on the fourth lap and 
crashing. Arnaiz said later that he 
should have straightened up imme- 
diately, got the bike slowed and then 
continued on. Instead, he tried to not 
lose ground to the leaders and attemp- 
ted in vain to keep the bike on the track. 
So what had been seven bikes became 
six. With Russell now leading the way 
after five laps over DuHamel, a 
charging Kipp, James, Stevens and 
Polen. Two laps later, the battle was 
whittled down to five as Kipp's 
Yamaha mysteriously lost two cylind- 
ers as 1t did last week at Road America: 
"I was going to the front," a disap- 
pointed Kipp said following the race. 
The war raged on, with Russell still 
having the upper hand over DuHamel, 
James, Stevens and Polen as the race 
reached the halfway mark on lap 11. 
Two laps later, and James was out, 
a victim of simultanous tire and engine 
failure: "Going up on the banking it 
started vibrating," James explained 
















later. “Then the motor dropped off one 
cylinder and then it dropped off 
completely.” 
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Russell crashes, still takes pole — 





fuzzy Kawasaki's Scott Russell (right) walked 
away from his final qualifying session crash 
unscathed, but his ZXR750 wasn't as fortu- 
nate. Still, the two had combined to pick up their 
third straight pole position, this one coming at 

Charlotte Motor Speedway. 

When competitors arrived at the immaculate 
superspeedway in tobacco country for the first time 
since the last AMA National here in 1977, they 
found an enjoyable, albeit bumpy, 2.25-mile road 
_ course using portions of the famed 1.5-mile oval. 
. They also found a temporary chicane that was 

too tight for their liking, and it was consequently 
changed to please them. The only drawback to 
the quicker chicane was the high speeds the 
superbikes were reaching on turn four 
of the high 24-degree banking. 

For the second straight race, qualifying saw the top riders top the century mark 

in average speed, with Russell's lap of one-minute, 17.879-seconds translating 

_ to an average speed of 104.007 mph. But the Georgian was fortunate to escape 

_ from his turn-five (a third-gear kink) incident with only cuts and bruises. 

“I let it off and bent it in and the front end folded," Russell explained. “I 

. was going for my fast lap. I had a new rear and the same front. I think the 

front may have overworked the rear.'' 

Also suddenly overworked were Russell's mechanics Billy Oliver апа Gary 
Medley. Russell's bike was a mangled mess. The crew received permission to replace 
the damaged frame from the AMA, but had problems on Friday night removing 
the steering stem from the original frame. So the team had to settle for rebuilding 
the existing motorcycle in hopes that it wasn't bent. Based on Russell's Saturday 
morning warm-up times, the bike appeared to be okay. 

Road America winner Jamie James was the second quickest rider after the three 
timed sessions. The Vance & Hines Yamaha pilot clocked a 1:18.298 (103.451 mph), 
but was a little concerned about tire wear in the National. 

“With the tires we have to use, it'll be exciting," James said. “It’s bumpy and 
slick, but it's the same for everybody." 

~ The tire problem was on everybody's mind. Charlotte's banking is tight, only 
a mile and a half compared to Daytona's 2.5-mile tri-oval. The tightness of the 

‚ oval, combined with the high-speeds, meant everyone would be using the hardest 

. compound tires in the truck... | 

“This is twice as hard on tires as Daytona,” fifth-fastest qualifier and renowned 

‚ ите tester Doug Polen said. "We've only got two teeth more on the rear than

'The group was down to four: Rus- 
sell leading DuHamel, Stevens and 
Polen. On the 19th lap, Polen blasted 
by Stevens under braking for the 
temporary chicane at the end of the 
backstraight. Then Stevens suddenly 
slowed with a blistered rear tire. 
Fortunately for the Floridian, Һе 
would nurse the wounded Yamaha 
home to a fourth-place finish. 

"I was right where I needed to be," 
Stevens said. “I closed on 'em, and then 
the rear started vibrating. I thought it 
was better to finish and take the points 
and go to Mid-Ohio than come out 
with nothing at all. I couldn’t have 
done it any differently. I wanted to beat 
‘em and show them that I deserve to 
have the points lead, but there was 
nothing I could do. It just wasn’t our 
дау.” 

The battle for the win came down 
to a thrilling last lap. On the exit of 
the banking's fourth corner leading to 
the white flag, Russell got sideways, 
prompting him to ‘аск out of it." 

That was all DuHamel needed to 
pull alongside and around Russell in 
turns one and two. But it wouldn't be 
enough. As DuHamel charged up the 
inside of Russell going into turn three, 
the Georgian persisted and dove back 
under the Canadian in mid-corner. 

"He didn't really drift wide, I just 
put it in there," Russell said. “I went 
wide a bit," DuHamel said. “The tires 
were sliding." 

Russell led into and out of the 
chicane, and held a drafting DuHamel 
off to the finish line. “I tried to get 
the best exit out of the chicane," 
DuHamel explained. “I knew I could 
go faster in the chicane and I thought 
I had enough momentum, but I guess 
we didn't." 

"I was running slower than in 
qualifying," Russell said. “I should 
have put my qualifying gearing back 
on. Coming out of one it just wasn't 
up on the power where I wanted it to 
be 

The other two almost erred in 
discounting Polen, who almost drafted 
by the duo en route to the flag after 
clocking the fastest lap of the race, 
according to the watches of Dunlop's 
Jim Allen, at one-minute, 18-seconds. 

“I held back for 21 laps out of 22,” 
Polen said. "I couldn't find my pit 
board the last five laps. When I finally 
found it, the next lap was the white 
flag lap." 

Polen had thoughts of attempting 
a pass under braking for the chicane, 
but thought the better of it. After all, 














he's the points leader in the World 
Championship Superbike Series: “1 
was there, but I thought: "This is okay.' 
I didn't want to have them let off the 
brakes and go with me. It’s a little tight 
through there and anything could have 
happened.” 

Stevens was next across the line, a 
good distance ahead of Lynch, who got 
the better of Adamo. Lynch’s finishes 
are improving dramatically as the 
season wears on: 16th at Daytona; 
ninth at Loudon; eighth at Road

D'Aluisio again at Charlotte

CHARLOTTE, NC, JULY 6 
avhar Racing's Chris D'Aluisio 
р: а last-lap race to the check- 
ered flag over LA Motor Works 
Jimmy Filice to win his second race 
in a row, this win coming at the 
Charlotte Motor Speedway. 

D'Aluisio and Filice battled 
throughout the race on their 1991 
Yamaha TZ250s, but D'Aluisio's wait- 
and-see plan proved to be the right one 
as he drafted past Filice on the final 
run to the flag. 

Third place went to Del Amo's Nick 
Ienatsch over the Air Tech-backed 
Yamaha of early leader Rick Kirk. Kirk 
and Ienatsch stayed close to the leading 
duo, but weren't a factor in the closing 
stages of the 39.6-mile race. 

Brad Sawyer rode his Radd- 
sponsored Yamaha to fifth, followed 
by Danny Walker, Rick Tripodi, 
William Himmelsbach, Donn Lewis 
and Mike Sullivan. 

The win not only earned D'Aluisio 
$3840 of the $15,000 250cc Grand Prix 
purse, but it also extended his cham- 
pionship lead to six points over 
Ienatsch, 64-58. Filice also made a 
jump, moving into third in the series 
point standings with 39 points to 
fourth placed Tripodi's 34. Walker 
holds on to fifth with 32 points. 





The 18-lap.race, shortened from 22 
laps in an effort to get the drag race 
program started on time, got underway 
with. Matt Crane, Lewis, Clifton 
Bigoney and Tom Paris crashing in 
turn one, bringing out the red flag. 
Bigoney was the only one not to make 
the restart as he limped to the 
ambulance. 

Filice's crew was busy between 
restarts fitting a new clutch and a new 
rear tire to his Yamaha; the diminutive 
Californian had fried the original 
clutch on the first start. 

The restarted race was led initially 
by Kirk, but his TZ250 would soon 
begin overheating. "We're talking 
major detonation,” Kirk said later. “I 
just wanted to make it.” 

Kirk’s lead lasted two laps before 
Filice took over up front. He was 
followed by Ienatsch and Kirk, with 
D’Aluisio moving into fourth on the 
third lap after starting slowly. 

D’Aluisio moved past Ienatsch on 
the fourth lap and led Filice only on 
the sixth lap, and the final one. Filice 
led the rest of the time, pulling away 
at times, only to have D’Aluisio 
counter. 

“I let Jimmy run the pace and I just 
worked off him," D'Aluisio said later. 





“I tried a lap or two by myself but I 
didn't want to push the pace. I was 
having a hard time in places and 
Jimmy was too. I didn't want to waste 
my tires before he wasted his." 

Ienatsch stayed a comfortable third 
with Kirk's overheating Yamaha doing 
the same in fourth. Sawyer was orig- 
inally involved in a tussle with Walker 
after recovering from a “terrible start,” 
but he would manage to pull away 
from the Colorado resident in coasting 
to fifth on his 1989 TZ250. 

“The bike seized this morning in 
practice," Sawyer said. “I rebuilt it to 
the crank and 1t ran really well, Tires 
were a big factor today. The guys who 
could slide the tires had a big 
advantage." 4 

Thus the battle for the lead came 
down to the final lap. Filice led as they 





headed for the banking on the final 
lap, but D'Aluisio outbraked Filice 
heading into the chicane, only to have 
Filice let off the brakes in an effort to 
get it back. 

“I got stuck behind a slower rider 
earlier in the lap, but that's racing," 
Filice said. “He had a lot of steam but 
I outbroke him. I tried to fluster him, 
but he came right back." 

“I outbroke him, but then he came 
back on my right," D’Aluisio said. “I 
could start my drive sooner and that's 
really what did it. When we would go 
through there together, he'd get to the 
front straight before me. I was a little 
worried about that.” 

Ienatsch was pleased with his third- 
place finish: "I'm really happy," he 
said. ‘These conditions show the 
maturity of the 250cc class. This class 
is tough; real heads up. You're going 
to have to beat D'Aluisio, beat Filice, 
and hopefully beat me to win this 
championship." сч

DuHamel nips Kipp at Charlotte

CHARLOTTE, NC, JULY 6 
ommonwealth Honda’s Miguel 
C DuHamel was at it again today, 
winning his fourth 600cc Super- 


Brothers Racing recruit Steve Crevier. 
The Canadian rode the spare Honda 
CBR600 F2 of teammate Jeff Farmer, 


Also running in the lead group was 
DuHamel’s Commonwealth team- 
mate, Rich Arnaiz. The Californian 
ended up fourth, just ahead of Farmer 
and just behind Crevier. 

Honda CBR600 F2s dominated the 
race with the top five all aboard the 
black and purple beauties. Sixth place 
went to the Yamaha FZR600 of Vance 
& Hines’ Larry Schwarzbach; the 
Texan ran with the leaders early, but 
couldn’t keep pace on the Yamaha. 

Top Expert Tripp Nobles, Taka- 
nobu Koyama, Mike Moores and the 
Yamaha of James Leslie rounded out 
the top 10 finishers. 

DuHamel’s victory extends his 
championship points lead after four 
races to seven points over Kipp, 80- 
73. Third place is held by Arnaiz at 
47, followed closely by Farmer at 46. 
Vance & Hines Yamaha’s Jamie James 
holds down fifth in the championship 
despite not competing at Charlotte. 
The Louisianan has decided to con- 
centrate his efforts on the AMA Super- 
bike National Championship and will 
no longer ride the team’s. other 
FZR600. 

The race was red-flagged almost 
immediately when Kevin Rentzell 
crashed on the exit of turn four. The 
Chattanooga, Tennessee, resident suf- 
fered a broken left femur in the accident. 

On the restart it was fast-qualifier 
DuHamel leading Kipp, Arnaiz, Crev- 
ier, Schwarzbach, and Farmer as they 
quickly broke away from the group 
behind them consisting of Nobles, 
Koyama and Moores. 

The order shuffled repeatedly each 
and every lap on the high banks as 
the top six drafted each other toward 
the start/finish line. Schwartzbach lost 
the draft on the fourth lap, and he 
would ride on to a lonely sixth place. 

The others, however, were locked 
together for the duration with Kipp, 
DuHamel and Crevier doing the 
majority of the leading. 

At the line it was DuHamel just 
nipping Kipp and Crevier with Arnaiz 
and Farmer close behind. 

“Miguel’s bike was pulling me 
everywhere," Crevier said after the 
race. "I rode around him everywhere 
on the infield, but I couldn't put a 
wheel in on him in the chicane. I'm 
pretty disappointed that I couldn't 
draft past him. He did what he had

Sponsorship has always come from his brother Cliff, who owns Downstaging, 
a stage setup and supply company. Nobles realizes that he "couldn't have made 
it without him,” as Cliff generously supported all facets of Tripp" aame including 
wrenching for him. When 1990 came around, the Nobles’ decided to chase Suzuki 
money, and to do it properly, they purchased new 600 and 750cc Suzukis. Also 
within the budget that year was Dave Sadowski's old GSXR1100. 

So equipped, the brothers began their assault on the 1990 Suzuki Cup series. 
They ran into almost insurmountable problems that year, as Tripp explains: “My 
brother and I, we were really green, pretty clueless about tuning the bikes. I had 
to ride my heart out chasing (Mike) Smith, (Kurt) Hall, and occasionally, Mike 
Harth.” 

Now 1991 is here, and things are looking up for Nobles. Не is sponsored by 
Bartels’ Harley-Davidson for Twin Sports, and David Sadowski’ s Atlantic 
Motorsports is helping him in the Su rt classes. Sadowski is currently 
becoming somewhat of a mentor to Nobles. At the beginning of the season, Tripp 
was “intimidated by (Scott) Russell and all the factory guys, but Dave just told _ 
me not to worry about it; to believe in myself, and it has worked." Indeed it

Nobles led the Top Expert points chase in both 
the 600 and 750cc Supersport classes, in 
addition to leading the Harley-Davidson Twin 
Sport series. Quite an outstanding feat, punctu-

Nobles began his rapid ascension to the road 
racing hierarchy in 1988, when he competed in 
three Novice road races. Nobles liked what he saw, 
and for '89, he bought a new Suzuki GSXR. The 
bike saw much use, as Nobles ran it in both 750cc 
Supersport and Superbike, as well as WERA A 
and B Production and Superbike. Nobles also 
raced a Harley 883, and helped pioneer that class. 

Nobles began to make national headlines that 
year, his first full season, Rolling away from the tuu Race of Champions 
with three National Championships was certainly a thrill, but the season was 
not over. The WERA Gant National Finals were just a few weeks away, and 
14 - he would shine even brighter at the GNF, winning four titles.

Titian Bue 
was third, Russell, Crevier and Nobles 
following closely. 

At the end of the first lap, Turking- 
ton passed Heino down the straight 
for the lead. On the next lap, Russell 
and Crevier nipped Bue, relegating 
him to his fifth-place finishing posi- 
tion, and Top Expert honors. On the 
third lap, Russell was up to second 
behind Turkington, and Crevier was 
pushing Heino quite hard, but was not 
quite able to get around him. 

Russell took the lead on the next go 
around, with Heino and Crevier still 
battling; it took Crevier until the 
seventh lap to make his pass, at which 
point he also darted around Turking- 
ton. Later, Heino was somewhat 
distressed about the Two Brothers’ 
bike: “That damned thing handles so 
well, he (Crevier) was just walking 
around us in the infield, and it was 
fast down the straights too.” 

This was a sentiment better 
expressed by Nobles, who was com- 
menting on many of his numerous 
high Supersport finishings as being 
“the first street bike across the line." 

On the eighth lap Nobles, who was 
running sixth, pitted with a flat rear 
tire. In their best endurance race 
impression, the Atlantic Motorsports 
Team got the rear wheel changed 
quickly enough that he only lost a lap, 
but that was enough — no champion- 
ship points for Nobles this time. 

The final finishing order saw Rus- 
sell with a sizable lead over Crevier, 
who in turn had a decent lead over 
the battling duet of Heino/Turking- 
ton.

Adamo wins a sleeper

f the Pro Twins СРІ race was a 
I fight, a referee probably would have 

stepped in and stopped it. Luckily 
for Gia Co Moto’s Jimmy Adamo, 
however, they didn’t. After all, Doug 
Polen, the man who was beating 
everybody up, was knocked out of the 
race with three laps to go by mechan- 
ical gremlins at the Charlotte Motor 
Speedway. 

Polen led early and was riding in 
a race of his own, leading Adamo by 
3.75 seconds after only one lap and 
stretching that advantage to ridiculous 
amounts before pulling to a stop with 
three laps to go. 

Polen’s Fast By Ferracci Ducati was 
blowing blue smoke, and the Texan 
assumed it was leaking oil. He wisely 
pulled off the track, giving the win to 
Adamo. The Ducati hadn’t blown up, 
however. Instead, the shock reservoir 
had broken its mount and had slid 
down between the exhaust system and 
the rear tire, chewing the tire to bits 
and causing the blue smoke. 

Polen was relieved more than any- 
thing, considering that was the same 
bike he would later ride to third place 
in the AMA Superbike National. 

Adamo's ride was a lonely one as 
he easily beat his Gia Ca Moto team- 
mate Pablo Real to the flag as the New 
Yorker averaged 98.243 mph in win- 
ning the 16-lap race in 21 minutes, 
59.180 seconds. 

Third place went to another Gia Ca 
Moto customer, Warren Elliott. The 
Connecticut rider beat Harley- 
Davidson-mounted Nigel Gale to the 
flag while Donald Unger rounded out 
the top five finishers on his Ducati. 

The GP2 class was won by Kiyo 
Watanabe on his Cycle King- 
sponsored Honda. Watanabe narrowly 
defeated Stephen Mathews and his Fast 
By Ferracci Ducati while Ronald

artels' Harley-Davidson rider 
В: Nobles closed out а wee- 
kend of close racing by edging 
Scott Zampach across the finish line 
by .064 of a second in the race for 
Harley 883 Sportsters. 

On the high banks at Charlotte, 
Zampach was favored to win, as the 
consensus in the pits is that Don Tilley 
builds the fastest motors. In a class 
where the bikes truly are the same (no 
factory teams here), an extra horsep- 
ower or two can make a world of 
difference. 

The race was reduced to.a two-man 
battle at the beginning of lap two, after 
a multitude of turn one run-offs and 
collisions. First to run off was number 
one plate holder Randy Texter, who 
overshot turn one, but managed to 
keep the Harley upright, and reen- 
tered. Texter lost precious time before 
getting back on track, and was left to 
finish seventh. 

The next melee in turn one occurred 
when Andy Fenwick went down, and 
took Nobles' teammate Nigel Gale off 





the track with him. Gale kept the right 
side up, and rejoined the race in the 
back of the pack, and eventually 
wound up in a three-way scrap for 
third between himself, Richard 
Koehler, and Chuck Blackmon. 

While so many people were off 
playing in the turn one dirt, Zampach 
and Nobles were going at it tooth and 
nail; trying every move in the book; 
drafting, stuffing, dirty looks, outbrak- 
ing, subtle swerving to break the draft, 
etc. Nothing worked, and they were 
stuck together. 

Zampach drafted past Nobles on the 
sixth lap, and opened a slight lead. He 
seemed to have enough motor to stay 
away from the Georgian, but when the 
pair came through the infield on the 
final lap, Nobles drew near. At the 
chicane exit, Zampach had a two bike 
length lead. Nobles tucked in and 
followed, barely catching the draft; but 
he did get sucked forward, and slung 
himself past with perfect timing, 
edging Zampach by inches at the line. 

The dice for third ended with 
Koehler ahead, and Gale and Black- 
mon а few feet in arrears. Michael Kraft 
took sixth, Texter seventh, followed by 
Danny Roberts, Mark Bautzer, and 
Brian Tillson in 10th. 

In the winner's circle, Nobles and 
Zampach congratulated each other on 
a fine race, no matter what the out- 
come. The decision came down that 
Nobles had won, which was met with 
the doubt and speculation of many. 
Settling the dispute was a friend of 
Nobles', who got the finish on tape. 
Looking at the video, Nobles muttered 
“Yeah, I got him," which he did. The 
tape showed him nipping Zampach at

MAMMOTH LAKES, CA, JUNE 26-30 
66 t feels just great," said Steve 
[= after scoring the win 
in the 250cc Expert class and 
pocketing the $5000 bonus for being 
the top overall finisher in the three 
Expert classes. “I’ve been coming up 
here for the past four years, this is my 
favorite track. I like to use this race 
to relax and tune up for the 

Nationals." 

Lamson posted wins in the 250 and 
500cc classes, and a strong third in the 
125cc class to be the weekend's most 





consistent Expert class competitor. 
Lamson returned to his Pollock Pines, 
California, home $8600 richer, with 


the majority of his winnings coming 


from the overall bonus. 

'The Team Peak Honda rider's only 
defeat came in the 125cc class, where 
San Jose Camel Supercross winner 
Doug Dubach scored the victory and 
1990 125cc Western Regional Super- 
cross Champion Ty Davis finished 
second. 

“I’m (physically) bigger than both 


of those guys," said Lamson, referring 
to Dubach and Davis. “I didn’t get a 
very good start, and it was real hard 
to make up time on a 125. Doug and 
Ty were going really fast, though.” 
Nearly 1400. amateur and profes- 
sional entrants flocked to the winter 
ski resort town of Mammoth Lakes for 
four days of competition on the mile- 
long track that winds through the pine 
trees of the Sierra Nevada Mountains. 
Vet class racers attacked the track on 
Thursday, while 80 and 500cc class 








riders competed on Friday. Saturday ' 
was composed of the Women's and 
125сс classes, and Sunday's races 
featured 250cc machinery. 

A large turnout of entrants required 
that all of the classes be divided into 
divisions, with the Junior classes 
having as many as seven. Amateurs 
raced two qualifying motos to earn a 
spot in the class main event, which, 
combined with their previous moto 
scores, counted double towards an 
overall finish. 

Experts rode in a single qualifier 
that transferred the top riders to the 
final, while those who failed to qualify 
directly had a second chance, via a last 
chance qualifier. Experts carried no 
points forward, and their position in 
the final reflected their overall finish. 

Lamson's first win was in the 500cc 
Expert final, in which he competed 
aboard reigning 250cc MX National 
Champion Jeff Stanton's works 
Honda. Ryan Carlisle grabbed the 
holeshot at the start of the 30-minute, 
plus-two lap final, but Lance Smail 
quickly snatched the lead away and 
began to establish a commanding lead. 

Lamson found himself on the 
ground after colliding with another 
rider as they approached the first turn. 
Lamson rejoined the race in last place, 
and set a blazing pace towards the front 
of the pack. 

Brian Manley pressured Smail 
throughout the early laps of the race, 
while Davis fought to keep his four- 
stroke ATK in third. Mike Young 
shadowed Davis' every move aboard a 
Coast Racing big-bore Suzuki RM250, 
and blasted around him in a tighter 
section of the track. 

"I'm glad I had on ear plugs," said 
Young, referring to the sound of Davis’ 
four-stroke. “I finally got sick of 
listening to that thing and had to pass 
him!” 

Lamson methodically picked off his 
competitors, and by the fifth lap had 
moved to the rear fender of Smail. 
Lamson easily motored into the lead, 
and once out front, began to establish 
a commanding lead. 

“I started to get tired,” said Smail. 
“I'm not really used to the bike, and 
it's bone stock.” 

About the same time, Dubach pulled 
off the track with a seized motor. 
Campaigning an air-cooled Yamaha 
WR500, Dubach ran as high as fifth, 
but his charge and hopes for the overall 
Expert bonus came to a halt just past 
the finish turn. 

“It just locked up," said a disap- 
pointed Dubach. “We didn't get to test 
and prepare the bike like we 
should’ve.”’ 

Meanwhile, Lamson romped to an 
easy win, well ahead of Manley, who 
found his way past a tiring Smail. 


' Young crossed the finish line a lonely 


fourth, and Davis rounded out the top 
five. 

“That bike is awesome,” said Lam- 
son. “I crashed really hard at the start, 
and I was pretty shaken up, but I was 
able to catch up fairly easily.” 

Trevor Meagher sped off the line in 
Saturday’s 125cc Expert final, and led 
for three laps before fading back into 
the pack. 

“I felt good at first, but I guess I 
have to train harder,” said Meagher. 
“I know I can go as fast as those guys.” 

Dubach took control of the race just 
before the 10-minute mark, and began 
to open a comfortable lead. Lamson 
started at the back of the pack, and 
once again, was forced to work his way 
through the 38 rider field. By lap nine 
Lamson had worked into third place, 
though well behind Davis. 

“I caught up as best I could," said 
Lamson. “But I think I was just 
underpowered — I'm riding my prac-

tice bike, and it's just not as compet- 
itive as my race bike.”

Gaddis. 

"I'm happy, this is only the second 
time that I've ridden this bike," said 
Dubach. “I only rode it for about 10 
minutes оп Wedensday. I started to 
take it easy near the end; I was worried 
that it might seize, and just wanted it 
to finish." 

"A few more laps," said Davis. “1 
felt really strong, especially near the 
end of the moto." 

Manley was fastest at the drop of the 
gate in Sunday's 250cc Expert final, 
but Dubach, Michael Craig and Larry 
Brooks were in hot pursuit. Lamson 
gated seventh, aboard a pre-production 
1992 Honda CR250. 

“The bike is all-around, better than 
my race bike," said Lamson. “Тһе 
motor is especially strong." 

Manley rode like a man possessed; 
and pulled out to a six-second lead over 
Dubach, who in turn, had a two- 
second cushion over Craig and Brooks.

Holley 
went to work quickly, stole the lead 
on lap three and began to open an 
immediate lead. Meanwhile, Rex 
Staten fought his way through the field 
after a lackluster start and rounded the 
track well out of the top 10. Shoemaker 
and Larry Wosick did their best to 
challenge Holley but to no avail. The 
former factory Can-Am and Yamaha 
rider continued to put distance 
between himself and the rest of the 
field.

Schwantz capitalize 








on Rainey’s Dutch error

ASSEN, HOLLAND, JUNE 28 
hey call it the "Cathedral" of 
Т the Circuit уап Drenthe in 
Assen, and every year in late June 
over 100,000 fans make the annual 
pilgrimage to the place where motor- 
cycles reign supreme. Run for the first 
time in 1927, on a track that allows 
motorcycle racing only, the Dutch TT 
always promises a few things; huge 
crowds, bad weather, and close racing. 
The 61st running didn't disappoint. 
Four races on one crummy Saturday 
afternoon, the combined margins of 
victory being only 2.564 seconds, the 
largest margin, 1.090 seconds, was the 
time between when Lucky Strike 
Suzuki's Kevin Schwantz crossed the 
line with an emotional and unexpected 
win, and Marlboro Yamaha Roberts' 
Wayne Rainey rolled across, banging 
his gas tank in frustration after giving 
the race away with a “rookie mistake" 
in the last corner. 





Rainey had led most of the race; 
Schwantz playing catch-up after nearly 
being knocked down by Cagiva's 
Alexandre Barros in the first corner. 
But the Texan caught up with a few 
laps to go and running up to the 
chicane, just a 100 or so yards from 
the finish line, pressured the normally 
unflappable Rainey into leaving his 
braking too late, overshooting the 
corner, and running onto the grass. By 
the time he recovered, all he could see 
was the green and red Lucky Strike 
target on Schwantz's back as it flew 
past the checkered flag. 

“I didn't think I could win,” 
Schwantz said after taking his third 
win of the year in front of 133,000 fans 
at the Lucky Strike-sponsored event. 
"I'd caught up, but I couldn't do 
anything to pass him, and he executed 
the last lap better than me and opened 
up a gap. Until he made a mistake." 











“It was really, really, really stupid. 
A rookie mistake," Rainey, who took 
over the World Championship points 
lead, gross, not net, said. “I knew I 
had to put a good lap together. It was 
a good lap, then I ran out of track and 
onto the grass.” 

Schwantz completed the 20-lap, 
75.18 mile-race, run, due to rain, in 
two legs of three and 17 laps, in 41 
minutes, 24.916 seconds at an average 
speed of 108.912 mph. 

The resurgent former World Cham- 
pion Wayne Gardner on the Rothmans 
Honda scored his second consecutive 
podium with a third, some 11 seconds 
back, running a mostly lonely race in 
front of another former World Cham- 
pion, Cagiva's Eddie Lawson. Belgian 
Didier de Radigues was fifth with John 
Kocinski mired in sixth after spinning 
his rear tire on its rim early in the 
second part of the race. 

And what of the championship 
leader, Rothmans Honda's Michael 
Doohan? The Australian ruined his 
perfect season of podium placings 
when he suffered his first crash of the 
year, losing his front end in Ramshoek, 
a fast left-hander before the chicane, 
while running in second place on the 
ninth lap of the restart. After sliding 
across the wet grass he slammed into 
a wall of hay bales, though he was able 
to walk away. After being X-rayed, he 
was diagnosed with a sore back and 
isn't expected to miss the following 
GP. 
Rainey now leads Doohan, 148-143, 
after nine of 15 races, though after 
dropping their two worst finishes, 
Doohan still leads, 128-126. Schwantz 
holds third at 123, or 114 net. 

Also having a disappointing day was 
Doug Chandler, but for different 
reasons. With high spots on the right 
side of his front tire, the U.S. Superbike 
Champion fought the pogo effect to 
an llth-place finish. 

The 250cc race was more excitin 
than the 5005, three riders tooth an 
nail the entire time, the race, like the 
500s, being decided by a mistake on 
the last lap. 

Rothmans Kanemoto Honda's Luca 
Cadalora was leading the last lap when 
he left his braking too late in Stek- 
kenwal, a third gear right-hand bend 
at the end of the backstraight. Unlike 
Rainey, Cadalora didn't run off the 
track. Instead he ran wide moving 
Dutchman Wilco Zeelenberg, who was 
right on his rear, even wider and gave 








the astounded Pier-Francesco Chili 
free berth to pass them both on his 
Iberna Aprilia. 

With only a handful of turns to the 
finish, Chili hung on and won his first- 
ever 250cc GP, and Aprilia's first since 
Misano in 1987. Cadalora was second, 
Zeelenberg third. 

“Оп the last lap I don't think about 
winning, it's too hard to pass two 
riders like Luca and Wilco," an ecstatic 
Chili said: afterwards. “I know I am 
faster than they are in the second part 
of the track and if I ride normal for 
the rest of the lap, I win." 

It took the 27-year-old Italian 38 
minutes, 43.327 seconds to complete 
the 18-lap, 67.66-mile race at an 
average speed of 104.838 mph. His 
margin of victory over Cadalora was 
.135-of-a-second with Zeelenberg 
another .314 back in third. 

Chili’s only other GP win came 
aboard the HB Honda in 1989's 
boycotted Italian 500cc GP at Misano, 
a race which he apologized for during 
the Assen post-race press conference. 
"It was a mistake for every rider," he 
said. : 

Cadalora wasn't talking after the 
race, he took off immediately instead 
of explaining his faux pas. Others 
would do it for him. 

"It's always a problem on the last 
lap," Zeelenberg, who led most of the 
race on the Samson-Sharp Honda, 
said. “Many riders want to win and 
take risks. That's why I'm third. Luca 
braked late and couldn't make the 
corner. He pushed me a little outside." 

Cadalora still owns the champion- 
ship lead and was able to slightly 
extend it by finishing two places in 
front of HB Honda's Helmut Bradl. 
The Italian holds 158 to Bradl's total 
of 141, but with the two worst scores 
dropped it's a margin of 10, 134-124. 
Third in points, and fifth today, is 
Repsol Honda's Carlos Cardus. 

The 125cc race, run in two parts and 
scored on aggregate time, went to 
German Ralf Waldmann on the Schuh 
Racing Honda, though it was far from 
decisive. 

Like the 250s, there was a pack of 
riders riding as one for most of the 15- 
lap, 56.38-mile race with the race in 
doubt to the last lap. But unlike the 
race leaders in the 250 and 500 classes, 
Waldmann didn't err and took his 
second win of the year, the margin 
being .606-of-a-second. World Cham- 
pion Loris Capirossi was second on 
the АСУ Pileri Corse Honda with 
Alessandro Gramigni third on the 
factory Aprilia. 

Capirossi leads Fausto Gresini, 
fourth today, 131-121, before eliminat- 
ing their worst finishes. After that, it's 
Gresini by two, 108-106. Waldmann is 
third with 87 net. 

Dutchman Egbert Streuer had tried 
a couple of different passengers, 
including American Pete Essaff, but 
was having a spotty season, at best. At 
Assen he put Brit Peter Brown in the 
monkey's chair of his Lucky Strike 
Streuer rig and scored his first win of 
the year, a thrilling come-from-behind 
victory that saw him 11th on the first 
lap, before taking the lead with just 
a lap to go. 

The Swiss team of Rolf Biland and 
Kurt Waltisperg, who Streuer passed 
for the lead, finished a close second, 
just .733-of-a-second back after the 16- 
lap, 60.14-mile race. Third went to the 
Guedel brothers in the B.P. Racing 
chair. 

Steve Webster, who blew an engine 
early in the race while leading, still 
leads the points face with 100 total, 
net and gross. He has five wins and 
two DNFs. Biland is second with 88, 
and 75 after tossing out a DNF and 
fourth, with Guedel third.

The 500s were begun under overcast, 
leaden skies with a very light drizzle. 
It would get worse. 

From the pole, Schwantz jetted into 
the lead trailed by Rainey, Doohan, 
Gardner and de Radigues. Among the 
top five, there was a constant realign- 
ment, but when they crossed the line 
on the third lap it was Doohan from 
Garder with Schwantz leading de 
Radigues in front of Rainey. 

The rain would increase and the race 
would be red-flagged, with all riders 
still upright, on the fifth lap with 
scoring reverting to the third and the 
race now to be decided on aggregate 
time. 

Doohan was in front by .066-of-a- 
second with Schwantz .347 behind 
Gardner, and de Radigues another .181 
back, but .259 ahead of Rainey. Rai- 
ney's placing and distance from the 
front, would come back to haunt him. 

An hour after the red flag, the green 
was dropped again, all riders again on 
slicks, though most had changed tires. 

'This time Rainey decided to make 
a break, a job made easier when 
Schwantz tangled with Barros in the 
crowded first turn, Haarbocht. 

"Our handlebars hooked, and it 
pushed me right out to the white line," 
Schwantz explained. “I thought he'd 
broken my clutch lever. Then he was 
in front of me through the following 
kinks, riding way over his head and 
using all the track, and it made me 
lose a lot of ground. I expressed my 
feelings to him with my foot at the 
end of the back straight.” 

This was the break that Rainey 
needed and he took advantage of it, 
though the Rothmans boys weren’t 
letting him go without a fight. 
Gardner was an early second with 
Doohan a constant in his draft until 
the fifth lap when Schwantz finally 
caught and passed them both. 

Rainey clocked a 2:03.484 on the 
fifth lap of the restart, eighth overall, 
with Schwantz the second fastest rider 
on the track, turning a 2:03.655. Both 
would save their best for late in the 
race. As it turned out, both Gardner 
and Doohan had peaked. 

Behind the leaders, Lawson was 
fifth, close at first, but gradually losing 
touch on his way to a solitary fourth. 

Behind him was a battle worth 
watching. Formed as a trio as early as 
the sixth lap overall, Kocinski was in 
with riders normally unfamiliar to 
him, Barros and de Radigues. And he 
was guaranteed to be with them a long 
time when he spun his rear Dunlop 
on its rim on the following lap. 

“Tt was shaking all around. I didn’t 
know what was going on. I never knew 
till I stopped," Kocinski said. “Ме’'а 
have been better off leaving the other 
one on. It slowed me down a second 
a lap." 

De Radigues also had a new tire for 
the second leg, though it was the one 
he preferred and he spent most of the 
race getting used to it. “It was a good 
tire — I was fastest at the end of the 
race — but I had to learn it. I was also 
down on power compared with Barros 
and Kocinski," de Radigues said. 

Farther back, Spaniard Juan Gar- 
riga led Frenchman Jean-Philippe 
Ruggia, with Ruggia's Sonauto 
Yamaha teammate, Adrien Morillas, 
fighting with Chandler and Campsa 
Honda's Sito Pons for ninth. 

Everything changed on the 12th lap 
when Doohan slid out in front of 
Schwantz. "I was so close behind I 
could smell the burning leather," 
Schwantz said. “But I didn't look back, 
I could see Rainey up ahead." 

"What a hassle," Doohan under- 
stated. “The front end just folded and

went away. There was nothing I could 
do about it. I seemed to slide for ages. 
Luckily, the end wasn't too hard.” 

Gardner began to drop off from the 
leaders, more so after seeing his 
teammate crash. “When I saw Mick go 
down it put me out a bit," he said. 
He admitted that he was still strug- 
gling with his setup, though he said 
there was improvement. 

“The bike's still jumping and 
bucking. I thought I could've done a 
little better. The bike is still not quite 
right, it needs to be about five per cent 
better and then it's down to me. 
Restarts aren't nice. You mentally 
prepare yourself for the first one, but 
they stopped the race for the right 
reasons, it was raining and a little 
dangerous.” 

With five laps to go, Schwantz had 
nearly caught Rainey and a few laps 
later was right on his tail, having used 
traffic to his advantage. But, despite 
his constant probing, the Texan 
couldn’t get past. He turned the fastest 
lap of the race on the 18th, a new record 
2:02.443 (108.812 mph); Rainey’s best 
was just slower and a lap later he was 
trying to shake free. He couldn’t and 
it came to the final chicane. 

Running up to it with Schwantz in 
his shadow, Rainey held his braking 
too late, skidded through the corner, 
across the grass, then back across the 
track to the other side, putting his foot 
down to maintain his balance and 
nearly taking both of them down. Had 
he been thinking about his rival’s last 
lap pass at the German GP a few races 
back? Schwantz thought so. 

Asked if he’d pressured Rainey into 
the mistake, Schwantz replied: “Not 
directly, but maybe I did three races 
ago. I know how bad he feels, because 
he beat himself.” 

“Actually, the lap before Kevin came 
within .5 and I knew I had to put a 
lap together,” Rainey said. “I got in 
there real hot and if I didn’t lift it up 
and go through the grass I would've 
been sliding in it. Instead I let off the 
brakes and went straight." 

Back to the margins. In order to win 
overall, Rainey had to beat Schwantz 
by more than .440 seconds, the margin 
he finished behind him in the first. 
Even if he had stayed ahead of him, 
it's questionable he'd have gotten the 
win. In the end, we'll never know. 

Gardner and Lawson were never 
bothered on their runs to third and 
fourth, respectively. Gardner the 
happier of the two, but looking 
forward to better things as negotiations 
heat up for next season's rides. 

De Radigues finished fifth, his best 
of the year, little more than a second 
in front of Kocinski who, besides 





having the out of round tire, had clutch 
problems the last third of the race. 

Coming in seventh was Barros with 
Ruggia inheriting eighth after Duca- 
dos Yamaha's Garriga pulled off with 
two laps to go with a holed piston. 
Morillas was ninth, still waiting for 
the engine parts and chassis that 
Ruggia's been given with Pons 10th 
in his second race back. 


Next best was Chandler, his front. 


end bouncing off the ground in the 
right-hand corners because of the high 
spots in his Dunlop front as well as 
a suspension problem. “Оп the com- 
puter it had a bad chatter. From the 
morning to the race we made changes, 
but it still had chatter," Chandler said. 
“The turn under the Dunlop Bridge 
I couldn't go through for nothing. I 
went through faster in the rain.” 


250cc GP 


The surprise in the 250 class was the 
Aprilias. T'wo on the front row, Chili 
on the pole, teammate Loris Reggiani 
fourth, in between and in fifth, the 
dominant NSR-Hondas, Zeelenberg 
the fastest in second. 

А second surprise was the long 
awaited return of sunshine, though 
just briefly, as Chili sped into the lead 
in front of Zeelenberg, Cadalora, 
Bradl and, soon Reggiani. 

The gang of five established them- 
selves out front with Cardus in front 
of HRC's Masahiro Shimizu, with 
Schuh Zwafink Honda's Jochen 
Schmid briefly in front of fellow 
countryman Martin Wimmer, Lucky 
Strike Suzuki-mounted. 

А blind man would have known 
who took the lead on the sixth lap, 
the roar of the partisan crowd signal- 
ling Zeelenberg's ascendance. Cadal- 
ora stuck to him in second with Chili 
third, and Bradl a close fourth, though 
he would lose touch before long. 

On the eighth lap, Reggiani moved 
into fourth, third a lap later, and into 
second on the 12th lap before dropping 
out with a blown engine on the 13th. 

By then Zeelenberg was back in the 
lead — Cadalora had led for one lap 
— with Chili second ahead of the 
Italian. From fourth to 15th wouldn't 
change for the final five laps, Cardus 
taking fifth by just over two-tenths 
from Shimizu, with Wimmer well back 
in an unchallenged seventh with 
shifting problems, but comfortably 
ahead of Team API Agostini's Paolo 
Casoli. 

As the race came to its conclusion, 
the pace heated up. Cadalora set a new 
outright lap record on the 17th, with 
Zeelenberg setting his best on the same 
lap. Chili's fast lap would be the 
following, and final lap, and would 











be only .001-of-a-second slower than 
Cadalora's. 

It came down to Stekkenwal, Cadal- 
ora drifting wide and handing the race 
to Chili. 

"I want to dedicate this to Loris 
(Reggiani), to Iberna, to my team, to 
the doctor for Clinica Mobile," Chili 
said. '"Today the Aprilia is good. We 
don't have the same condition each 
GP. I hope they're working to be more 
competitive with each GP." 

“I was leading all the race and I 
expect overtaking on the last lap. I was 
braking late in every corner, but I 
couldn't accelerate out of the last 
corner," Zeelenberg said after tossing 
his helmet into the stands on the front 
straightaway.” €N

| he always volatile weather in northern 
T Europe has been especially brutal this year 
and at Assen it seemed every weather 
condition short of hail and snow was suffered. 
One practice was stopped because of lightning. 

Thursday's first timed practice was run in a 
steady, nearly horizontal rain. Lucky Strike 
Suzuki's Kevin Schwantz (right) was the fastest 
rider by over two seconds. The session was stopped 
halfway through, and delayed an hour, by the 
horrible rain and lightning, though when they 
were sent back out, the rain hadn't subsided at

Friday's first session was also wet, though less W i a 2 
so, and the teams were more prepared with Schwantz still fastest, but by a few 
tenths instead of a few seconds. 

АП this was made irrelevant when the final session was blessed with one of 
the weekend's almost completely dry periods and the teams would have 50 minutes 
to prove who'd done their homework best. 

It would again be Schwantz. The 27-year-old Texan claimed his third pole 
position of the year, turning a new lap record 2:03.047 (109.626 mph) with about 
20 minutes left in practice. He did it aboard a machine fitted with a new chassis 
that brings the front end in 10 millimeters, revising its weight distribution. 

“The front end sticks so much better," Schwantz explained. “I can get through 
the middle of the corner much better. It grips really good, and slides real well." 

His only problem on his fast laps was a faulty transmission that threatened 
to jump out of gear. "I kept my band over the clutch to be safe, and carried 
on," Schwantz, who'd recently tested here, said. 

Wet or dry, Schwantz felt the team was ready: “Еог me, it really doesn't matter, 
but it'll be a different group of people out front if it’s wet. If it’s dry, it'll be 
the same four or five people," he said, and one of them was sure to be Marlboro 
Yamaha Roberts' Wayne Rainey. pv 

The World Champion was a scant .086 seconds behind Schwantz, despite running 
out of time to test tires and make critical gearbox and suspension settings. “We 
learned a lot in the one dry session. There were two more rears we needed to 
try and, now, we won't be able to," Rainey said. "For sure if it had been dry 
all through we would've been down in the 2s. In the wet (it began to sprinkle 
toward the end of the session), we just got hung out there without the proper 
tires on at the end.” ; 

Rainey pointed out that, because of its banked corners and grippy surface, the 
track doesn't favor rear-steerers, causing less wear on the rear tire. 

"You carry a lot of mid-corner speed and you don't need to spin it to get it

Besides Rainey, Schwantz thought one of the contenders in the dry would be 
Cagiva's Eddie Lawson, the third fastest qualifier after getting a new set of

Lawson was using a new set of Mikuni Power-Jet carburetors at Assen and, | 
according to his crew chief Firenzo Fanali, it was worth 200-300 rpm on the 
straightaways. The team had tested the carburetors at the previous European 
GP, but this was the first time they'd use them in a race. They'd also dispatched 
two engineers to Japan to sort out the ignition trouble that took them out of 
that race and were working with a temporary solution until something more 
permanent could be found. Mick Doohan filled out the front row, .887-of-a- 
second behind Schwantz after he got caught having to run in engines in the 
dry session. “I got a new set of forks," which he said were no different, just 
newer, and some other new parts which took time to work out, though he wasn't .

Spaniard Juan Garriga was fifth fastest on the Ducados Yamaha, and led off 
the second row which was separated fifth to eighth by only .584-of-a-second. !

Johansson sparkles 
n Belgian GP

NISMES, BELGIUM, JUNE 30 
weden’s Peter Johansson won his 

S first GP with a sparkling first- 
moto success backed up by a cool 

ride to fifth in race two on the tortuous 

Nismes track. 

While Johansson was obviously the 





happiest man at the track, defending 
250cc World Champion Alessandro 
Puzar could also raise a smile at the 
end of the day as he extended his lead 
in the championship despite scoring 
just 26 points. All three of his major 
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Alex Puzar (1) added to his series points lead with consistent 2-7 moto finishes. 


Micky Dymond stormed back from a second-turn crash to finish sixth in moto two. 
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rivals, Americans Trampas Parker and 
Mike Healey and Holland's Dave 
Strijbos, also scored twice but they each 
had one troubled moto as well. Healey 
came out the best of the bunch as his 
second-moto win lifted him from 
fourth into a tie for second with Parker 
in the standings. They both trail Puzar, 
204-169. 

Not many riders were smiling in 
Belgium, as tempers flared both before 
and after the racing on the track. 
Racing was delayed more than an hour 
when all of:the riders, with the 
exception of four British competitors, 
went on strike before timed practice 
in protest of a tabletop jump which 
had a difficult landing if one tried to 
clear it in one attempt. 

After the track was altered, the first 
40-minute plus two-lap moto got 
underway at a quarter to.three and 
Puzar grabbed the holeshot. England's 
Rob Herring scorched past the Italian 
on the first lap. - 

“I lined him up over the first uphill 
stepped double and the sweeping turn 
which followed it," said Herring. 

After four laps Herring was 12 
seconds in front and apparently cruis- 
ing to a long-overdue win, but it was 
not to be. Just 15 minutes into the race 
à bolt securing the left radiator cowl 
sheared and the flapping plastic 
continually hampered Herring. Des- 
pite the problem, he maintained his 
advantage over Johansson, who had 
also passed Puzar on an uphill section. 

When the race reached the half-hour 
mark, Herring dropped out. 























"I couldn't grip the tank properly 
with my knees," said Herring. “I got 
off line on a downhill and clipped the 
track marker tires. I was okay but the 
bars were too bent to continue.” 

Herring's demise put Johansson in 
command, and he stayed out front for 
his first-ever GP moto win. 

"I have had a lot of bad luck in recent | 
weeks and finally it has all come right 
again," said Johansson. “I just concen- / 
trated on making no mistakes. Puzar 
started to close up a few laps from the 
end, but then Parker forced past him 
and I got a breathing space again. I 
knew Parker was faster, but he was far 
enough back not to be a threat when 
he went down on the last lap." | 

Parker and Puzar’s battle for second 
had been brutal. The two riders have | 
long been fierce rivals, and when 
Parker made contact with Puzar, as he 
passed him for the first time war was 
declared. Before the race was over they 
had touched several times, once in 
midair, and Parker dropped from 
second to a distant third when they | 
touched again three corners from the | 
finish. Puzar crossed the finish line two | 
seconds behind Johansson, then he 
and Parker tussled in front of the 
gallery after the finish line. Parker 
wasn’t talking to anyone as he walked 
angrily back to his camper. 

It seemed as though Johansson was 
almost the only rider on the leader- 
board who wasn’t angry with someone. 
Marnicq Bervoets felt that Edwin 
Evertsen had been too hard when he 
passed for fourth just three laps from 






the end. But then Evertsen got angry 
with a lapped rider for getting in his 
way in the last corner which let 
Bervoets through to score fourth. 

“Both my pass on Marnicq and his 
pass back on me were fair, but I know 
I was fast enough to round him into 
the turn if that rider had got out of 
the way,” said Evertsen. 

Gert-Jan Van Doorn and Pekka 
Vehkonen went down together five 
laps from the end while disputing 
eighth, much to the disgust of Van 
Doorn. The Dutchman dropped back 
to 12th while Vehkonen quickly got 
back on the gas to pass a fading Peter 
Dirkx and almost snatch sixth from 
Axel Holvoet at the finish. 

Healey passed Strijbos, who rode 
from the second lap with a nasty cut 
above his eye, near the end to claim 
ninth on his ill-running KTM. 

"I dented the exhaust when I crashed 
on the first-lap, and from then on it 
was real hard work,” said Healey, who 
held 19th for nearly half the race with 
insufficient power to move up. 

None of the other Americans scored 
any points as Micky Dymond finished 
18th after washing out in an off- 
camber turn on the second lap. Bader 
Manneh pulled out late in the race after 
circulating in 21st, Dean Matson 
pulled out early and Rick Ryan retired 
jjust after half distance when he got a 
flat tire to add to the discomfort from 
his bruised kidneys suffered during 
practice the previous day. 

Just as in the French GP the pre- 
vious week, the second moto spelled 
trouble for Parker and a win for 
Healey. The KTM factory rider from 
California led from the gate and was 
never challenged to the checkered flag, 
while Parker went down in turn two. 

"Someone forgot to brake at the 
bottom of the hill and jumped on me 

ff the ledge," said Parker. “It is really 
frustrating as I had started so well with 
only Healey ahead of me.” 

Others to go down in the crash were 
Dymond, Jorgen Nilsson, Peter Hans- 


son, Roland. Diepold and Yann 


uedard. 

Vehkonen and Herring exchanged 
Бесопа place several times for a few 
laps before Herring again went down 
and out of the race. Evertsen took up 
he challenge of Vehkonen, but he 
boon joined Ryan in collecting a front 
lat. 

Vehkonen couldn't relax as Bervoets 

ounded him and stormed past two 
aps from the end to secure second in 
he moto and the overall standings. 
ehkonen finished third ahead of 
strijbos, while Johansson rode a lonely 
ifth and the overall victory six seconds 
ehind Strijbos. 

Puzar rode a conservative race after 
seeing his championship rivals all hit 
rouble at some time during the day 
and was apparently content with sixth 

lace. But he had to contend with 
ymond, who had recovered best from 
he second-turn melee and followed the 
orld Champion for nearly half the 
race after catching him. 

“Puzar was riding a real champion's 
ace to defend his position," said 

ymond. '"There was one turn at the 
back of the track where the outside line 
as faster, but he had to defend the 
nside or I would have been through 
nyway.

Moore gains ground 
with Irish GP win

KILLINCHY, IRELAND, JUNE 29 
merican Bob Moore closed the 
A gap on 125cc World Champion- 
ship leader Stefan Everts by 
winning the Irish Grand Prix for the 
second year in a row. 

KTM’s Moore won the first 40- 
minute plus two-lap moto and was 
leading the second race until two- 
thirds distance when the fast- 
approaching Everts tried to get inside 
of Moore and brought them both 
down. Everts quickly remounted and 
scored the win, while Moore, lost 
valuable time and was forced to settle 
for second place. 

Moore’s 1-2 finishes gave him the 
most points for the day and thus the 
overall victory. Everts was 10 points 
behind the Californian since he fin- 
ished ninth in the first moto after a 
crash in the first turn, but it was 
enough for second overall on the day.

Sweden’s Joachim Karlsson rounded 
out the top three overall with 2-7 
finishes. 

At the start of the first moto, Everts 
got entangled in a first-turn crash that 
took nearly a dozen riders down. 
Everts, who was trying to avoid being 
pushed to the markers at the edge of 
the track, turned back into the circuit 
and collided with Jerome Belval and 
Irishman Alan Morrison. Belval suf- 
fered leg injuries and was out of action 
for the rest of the day, while Morrison 
hurt his back and eventually pulled out 
of the meet. 

Holland's Pedro Tragter avoided the 
first-turn melee and grabbed a lead 
which he held until Moore passed him 
five laps before the finish. After being 
passed, Tragter only completed one 
more lap before his race ended with 
a seized motor. 

Tragter’s demise allowed the race- 
long battle between Karlsson and 
Frederic Vialle to move up a position. 
Karlsson had earlier threatened Moore 
for second, but he held off Vialle for 
the runner-up position behind the 
American. 

Vialle finished third while Eng- 
land's Craig Pratley, who had earlier 
passed Frederic Bolley, followed him 
home in fourth for his best-ever GP 
finish. South African Greg Albertiyn 
also passed Bolley and his challenge 
of Pratley was cut short by the check- 
ered flag and he finished fifth. Bolley 
hung on to sixth ahead of Yves 
Demaria, who had pulled himself up 
from a midpack start. 

Southern Californian Willie Surratt 
had shadowed Demaria throughout 
the race and was happy to see the 
checkered flag as Everts was rapidly 
closing in. Everts had met resistance 
all the way in his charge through the 
pack, and he just nipped Andrea 
Bartolini in the rush to the checkered 
flag with Surratt in sight. 

At the presentation after the first 
race, Moore said, “I’ve been coming 
here every year since this event gained 
World Championship status. It's a 
tough circuit and you have to take a 
certain line and stick to it. I pace myself 
well and I knew I was going to catch 
Tragter, even though he had a good 
lead over me. I saw the pileup coming 
in the first corner and was ready for 
it and kept out of trouble. That win 
puts me in touch with Everts and I 
hope I can do as well in the second 
race.” 

Moore certainly started off well as 
he led from the drop of the gate. 
Demaria chased Moore at the begin- 
ning of the race, but he was quickly 
passed by Everts. By lap three Demaria 
had dropped another position to 
Albertiyn, while Tragter passed Dema- 
ria for fourth a lap later. Marcel Van 





Drunen and Peter Beirer pushed 
Demaria further back after six laps. 

Up front, Everts closed in on Moore 
and the two collided near the half-hour 
with both riders going down. Everts 
was up first and maintained his lead 
to finish first, while Moore couldn’t 
make up the distance and crossed the 
finish line second. Tragter eventually 
passed Albertiyn to finish third, while 
the South African held on to finish 
fourth. Van Drunen finished fifth after 
thwarting the attacks of Karlsson, who 
had passed Beirer, but Beirer turned 
the tables four laps from the end to 
claim sixth. 

Demaria fought off Bolley once 
again to claim eighth, while Surratt 
went backwards when conditions 
changed due to rain and he completed 
the top 10. 

“T’ve been living ina truck fora week 
since the previous round in England 
and I kind of got fed up with the whole 
scene," said a disappointed Surratt at 
the close of the event. Surratt only 
scored half of the points he did in 
England and missed the chance of 
passing the absent Donny Schmit for 


fifth in the point standings. €N

Team captain Dave Zupan was half 
right in his prerace prediction of a two- 
team battle between his Humans and 
Hank Dow's Team Mad Dog. Unfor- 
tunately for Dow, the Dogs were not 
around at the end to challenge for the 
win. 

Dave Schlosser's Dutchman Racing 
overcame an afternoon of bad breaks 
to place their number one team on the 
podium for the third time this season. 

In the GTU battle, Team Toomer 
caught and passed the, K&N Racing 
MacDonald brothers on the penulti- 


mate lap to take the СТО victory, with 
Orion Racing scratching their way 
from the back row of the grid for a 
well-deserved third-place finish. 

The first try at getting this event 
underway was marred by a third lap 
red-flag incident at turn one, which 
took away the excellent holeshots by 
the Humans, Mad Dog's Mike Harth, 
and Toomer's Mike Barnes, and also 
knocked out Dutchman II with Fabian 
Cortez aboard. 

The GTU machine of Lightspeed 
Racing went down and was sideways 
on the tarmac. Cortez, who had pitted 
the Dutchman II Suzuki 1100 with an 
early mechanical problem, was look- 
ing over his shoulder for traffic to re- 
enter the race from pit-out and saw 
only a debris flag with a standing

yellow from the corner marshalls. But 
just beyond the rise laid the downed 
bike, which Cortez T-boned, destroy- 
ing his machine's front end. Cortez 
escaped with a twisted foot in this 
unfortunate incident where Human 
witness Quarterley concurred that 
Cortez had no choice. 

The original two-wave grid restarted 
after a 20-minute delay, minus Team 
Northstar GTO, who pulled onto pit 
road with warm-up lap mechanical 
ills. As before, the Humans and Mad 
Dog took the holeshot with Toomer 
and Team America GTU on a nearly 
stock Yamaha FZR600 leading the 
small-bore four-strokes off the line and 
passing slower GTU riders after only 
one lap. 

Quarterley and Harth set off from 
Team RES and Dutchman I with a 
series of laps in the two minute and 
27-second range, averaging 98 mph 
over the four-mile, 14-turn course. 
Toomer’s Barnes began to pull the 
GTU field with times nearing 2:33. 

Quarterley attempted to pull away 
from Harth with a few 2:24 circuits, 
but Harth remained hot on his tail 
right up to the one-hour point. While 
the Dutchman I team with New 
Zealand’s Chris Haldane atop and 
Gold Hill Racing’s Danny Walker 
were racing hard, they seemed like 
merely spectators at six seconds off the 
pace. 

Barnes placed Toomer into eighth 
overall at the 1/3 point but was closely 


pursued by K&N Racing's Sam Mac- 
Donald, Northstar GTU and Orion 
Racing, with Team America GTU in 
fourth. 

Shortly after one hour, the mechan- 
ical blues struck third place GTO 
Team RES in turn 4-A and a few laps 
later claimed second place Team Mad 
Dog on the back part of the course. 
With his closest competitors out, 
Quarterley's one-second lead suddenly 
became 44 seconds, as nearest rivals 
Dutchman I and Gold Hill were 
several turns behind. 

Team Toomer's Glenn Barry yielded 
to Barnes for the final hour chase after 
K&N, but were one minute down to 
Phil MacDonald. When Quarterley 
took over for Douglas at the 2:15 mark, 
Zupan firmly hinted that he wanted 
no mistakes with their 1:30 lead over 
Dutchman I. 

While the GTO race was all but 
decided with 30 minutes to go, as 
Quarterley put Dutchman I and third 
place Team Magic a lap down, the 
GTU race was really just beginning, 
as K&N made a last minute rider 
change to let Toomer close the gap. 
Barnes on the Toomer Kawasaki 
caught Sam MacDonald on the K&N 
Yamaha with only 18 minutes remain- 
ing and took a one and a half bike 
length lead.

Naylor, Summers split 
Sun Valley GP win

HAILEY, ID, JUNE 30 

our-time Sun Valley GP winner 
E Ron Naylor and defending Hare 

Scrambles Champion Scott 
Summers ended up sharing the 
number one trophy at this year's 
running of the Sun Valley GP, despite 
the fact that Naylor crossed the finish 
line four minutes ahead of runner-up 
Summers. 

But it was after the checkered flag 
that the “race” really got hot. 

It all began when Naylor started 
taking a shortcut through a section of 
the course апа admitted afterwards 
that he indeed had taken a shorter 





route. However, Naylor defended his 
action by referring to his earlier request 
of race organizer Ron Dillon to use 
that particular section that he admitted 
to riding. (This sort of request was not 
out of line as prior Sun Valley events 
have allowed such alternate routes, 
with the organizers telling the racers 
that the optional sections are "shorter 
and maybe faster, but much more 
difficult.") Unfortunately, Dillon and 
Naylor, though thinking they were 
discussing the same place, were actu- 
ally visualizing two different sections. 

То make matters more complicated, 








it was pointed out by Naylor and his 
crew that Summers had made illegal 
pit stops, by failing to kill his engine 
while refueling. 

This left the organizers with a tough 
decision to make, as to how to “‘penal- 
ize" the two riders. After meeting with 
the involved riders and officials to 
discuss these actions, as well as the 
alternatives by which to address them, 
and the short- and long-term effects of 
doing so, Dillon decided to adjust 
Naylor's time by that which he saved 
using the shorter line, which equalled 
the same time that he had beaten 
Summers. 

Summers was not officially penal- 
ized for his infraction, however, but 
if he had killed his engine while 
pitting for gas, his chances of being 
declared as the sole overall winner 
would have been, perhaps, greater. 

“Given the situation, and how these 
riders rode and acted otherwise, award- 
ing the overall to both Naylor and 
Summers is what we consider to be the 
best alternative,” said Dillon. 

Dillon's decision is palatable to the 
AMA, thus both riders earned first- 
place points towards the series 
championship. 

After running in second overall for 
a majority of the second lap, Kawa- 
saki's Duane Conner collected third 
overall only 13 seconds behind 
Summers and Naylor. Idaho's Todd 
Peugh put together an incredible ride 
on a borrowed Kawasaki 250 to garner 
fourth ahead of AA riders Joe Kopp 
and Blake Barrymore, and Erick 
Mashbir. Utah riders Brandon Gerber 
and Brent Fox passed practically the 
whole field to capture eighth overall 
and win the Team class. 

Summers currently enjoys a tre- 
mendous points advantage in the 
National Hare Scrambles Series, hav- 
ing almost twice as many points as 
second-placed Tony Hendon, who did 
not compete at the Idaho National due 
to a knee injury. Naylor is third with 
Conner a close fourth. 

Mashbir grabbed the early lead 
through the MX section over Kopp, 
Conner, and Ron and Don Naylor. 
However, instead of turning off the 
track to follow the course, Mashbir 
continued on the MX track. 

“T guess I didn’t see the way the 
course went," said Mashbir. “All I saw 
was everybody going up and over the 
hill. I was back in 15th." 








Ron Naylor went wide on a corner 
off into the brush and lost many 
positions. 

“My goggles weren't up against my 
face,” said Naylor. “I got some dirt in 
them and while I was messing with 
them, I went off the course.” 

Kopp assumed the lead and was 
enjoying a dust-free race, unlike 
Kawasaki’s Terry Cunningham. 

“I got a bad start, hit a rock about 
a mile from the start and got a front 
flat," said Cunningham. “I rode the 
rest of the first lap with the flat and 
fixed it in the pits. It's a little 
disappointing.” 

ISDE Junior World team rider David 
Rhodes dropped out after a couple of 
miles with engine problems. 

“I was moving up from sixth and 
Cunningham passed me," said 
Rhodes. “We were going up a hill and 
the bike started making a loud, knock- 
ing noise. So I thought I better not 
go much further." 

Naylor utilized the shortcut and 
blasted into the lead, passing through 
the pits with a two-minute advantage. 

“T rode really hard and caught up 
to everyone going up a fast road going 
to Bullion Summit," said Naylor. 
“There is an alternate way you can take 
to get to the top. I went straight up 
the hill and got by the guys." 

The dust had settled by the time 
Summers had passed Kopp after the 
“road section. 

“After I passed Kopp I was out there 
all alone. I looked back at the end of 
the first lap and Conner was real close 
behind me," said Summers. “When we 
got back to the pits I heard that we 
were almost two minutes down. I 
thought there must be somebody on 
time correction beating us, because 
physically there was nobody ahead of 
us." 

Conner motored by Kopp later in 
the first loop at the top of a long, rocky 
uphill. 

Shortly thereafter Kopp came 
through the scoring barrels with 
Barrymore running strong in fifth. 
Only seven seconds behind Barrymore 
going out on the second loop, fourth- 
row starter Curtis Dice and Peugh 
proved that passing was possible on 
the course. Early race leader Mashbir 
had recovered from his off-course 
expedition and was battling for sev- 
enth with Peugh and Chris Caplinger. 
Clint Jones rounded out the top 10. 








Naylor pulled ahead on the second 
lap while Summers fell over and let 
Conner by. Late in the loop Conner 
bobbled and Summers passed him 
back. Kopp kept control of fourth but 
Dice dropped back with problems. 

"I got a flat front halfway through 
the second lap. Right after that I 
crashed going down the Switchback of 
Death and slammed my head against 
a big ol’ rock,” said Dice. 

Peugh benefitted the most from this, 
as he had just settled the battle with 
Mashbir and Caplinger and passed 
Dice as he was getting back on his bike. 
Near the end of the lap Peugh then 
set up Barrymore on a long, uphill fire 
road. Jones also suffered a setback on 
the switchbacks. 

"I got going too fast going down 
and went over the edge and bounced 
off a few trees," said Jones. "But I 


finally recovered and got back on the- 


trail after a bunch of guys went past. 
I tried to pass as many back as I could 
and it got really rough out there.” 

Jones eventually finished 20th. 

On the final lap, Naylor continued 
to ride strongly and added another 30 
seconds to his lead, crossing the finish 
line four minutes ahead of Summers. 
Thirteen seconds later Conner arrived 
in third. 

"Summers and I rode most of the 
race together," said Conner. “We were 
pretty much even the whole race, but 
he pulled out from me on the last lap 
and it was all I could do to try and 
reel him in. 

Twelve minutes after Conner fol- 
lowed Kopp, though he yielded his 
position on adjusted time to Peugh, 
Barrymore crossed the line in sixth, 
followed by Mashbir. 

Some of the B and all of the C class 
riders raced two laps on Saturday. 
They enjoyed the rare Idaho summer 
phenomenon of rain during their race 
that eliminated the ever-present dust. 
Robert Laughlin scored the overall 
win by a minute over Jared Prestwich. 

Running in the top 10 and leading 
the 200cc C class, Mike Mogenson 
bailed over the edge of the switchback 
and lost over 30 positions. Motocrosser 
John Newhouse took the class win 
while Mogenson hammered his way 
through the dust and bottlenecks to 
claim second 200cc C and 26th overall. 
In ninth overall was Senior B winner

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Stephane Mertens (3), Raymond Roche (1) and Doug Polen (23) swept both races, 


Polen, Mertens share wins in Austria

urprise, surprise, Doug Polen is 
s, not unbeatable. A lot of people 

know that already, but not many 
of them have been racing in the Diesel 
Jeans Superbike World Champion- 
ship this season, or putting their 
knowledge into action. 

But finally at the Osterreichring in 
round five, the Fast By Ferracci Ducati 
rider from Texas was beaten fair and 
square in a head-to-head battle. 

Belgian "Stephane Mertens was the 
man to do it, heading the World 
Championship point standings leader 
home by a narrow 0.27 seconds on the 
Total Ducati. 

Polen was able to turn the tables in 
race two, beating Mertens by just 0.218 
seconds, reflecting the nature of racing 
on this fast Austrian circuit, where 
the draft and the correct use of it is 
all important. 

While Polen and Mertens starred, 
World Champion Raymond Roche 
and Australian factory Kawasaki rider, 
Rob Phillis, also deserved their share 
of the glory. 

Roche led much of both races but 
had to settle for third as his broken 
left big toe hampered gear-shifting, 
and Phillis also did his share of leading 
but could not better fourth, despite 
finishing 1.2 seconds behind the 
winner in race one, and an incredibly 
close 0.6 seconds back in race two. 

Phillis’ new ZXR750R was the only 
Japanese motorcycle capable of chal- 
lenging the Ducatis when it counted, 
but still its superior top-speed could 
not weigh the balance of a 55-pound 
weight disadvantage back in its favor. 
With the Ducatis also dominating 
qualifying, the weight regulations are 
a seriously debated point at the 
moment. j 

Not that Baldassarre Monti cared. 
He had a big crash on Saturday and 
was helicoptered away to the same 
hospital which had looked after Gian- 
carlo Falappa in 1990. The Team

Qualifying 

When the time sheets came out after 
the qualifying sessions at the Oster- 
reichring, the proof of Ducati's dom- 
inance stared you in the face. There 
were five factory Ducatis in the race 
and all of them would start on the front 
row. 

As sixth qualifier Fred Merkel 
exclaimed, “I’m fastest in Group В.” 
The Californian’s caustic and rather 
accurate humor could be well under- 
stood. He'd dropped his times by 
nearly two seconds from 1990 and still 
moved backwards two places on the 
grid! 

Up in Class A — or the Ducati Cup 
as it was also tagged — at his first visit 
to the circuit, Polen managed to just 
turn the tables on Mertens after the 
Belgian pipped him in qualifying at 
Brainerd. That was despite his con- 
cerns about the lack of run-off on a 
circuit where the average speed is over 
111 mph. 

As in America, the gap was minis- 
cule, the Texan setting a best time of 
1 minute, 52.209 seconds in the first 
session. Mertens got down to 1:52.234 
(compared to his own lap record of 
1:53.875) in session two and could well 
have snatched pole at a circuit where 
he always performs well. 

Both men were out on fliers on their 
respective Dunlop and Pirelli quali- 
fiers when the red flag came out to end 
the session three minutes early after 
Swiss Honda rider Huby Meier had a 
big accident at the top of the circuit. 
It was at the same place where Falappa 
crashed last year, but with the Armco 
removed, the Team Nock rider had 
managed to escape relatively 
unharmed, although his Honda RC30 
was a complete mess. 








This was the second red flag of the 
day, Monti’s huge crash delaying 
proceedings for an hour in the morn- 
ing. It was a reminder of the cruel 
punishment this beautiful and chal- 
lenging circuit can mete out. 

Monti crashed exiting the Bosch 
Curve after hitting Rob Phillis’ 
exhaust pipe with his rear wheel. “I 
was just about on the grass because 
I go under the yellow line there and 
he tried to go underneath me,” an 
upset Phillis explained later. “I don't 
know what he was trying to do. His 
front wheel hit my exhaust pipe and 
he went straight off. I kept going round 
the corner, sideways.” 

The new European Superbike 
Champion, Davide Tardozzi, was a 
fine third fastest. The Grottini-backed 
rider revelling in his opportunity on 
a factory bike. Making his return all 
the more impressive was that he was 
running gearbox ratios suitable for 
Misano rather than the fast Austrian 
circuit because that was all that was 
available to him. Falappa qualified 
fourth at the circuit which ended his 
1990 season, in by far his best perfor- 
mance of the year. 

Completing the all-Ducati front row 
was Roche, limping on his broken toe 
and in pain everytime he shifted gears. 
But by the end of practice that was not 
his main concern. “We have a problem 
with front grip. I don't know if it is 
the fork or the tire. I will try a new 
tire in the warm-up, it is actually an 
'88 conventional tire," Roche said. He 
ended up sticking with the radial. 
Ironically, the new Michelin rears that 
were being supplied for this meeting 
were gripping so well that they were 
pushing the front too hard, Roche 
suspected. 

Merkel had set his time after playing 
engine swaps all day Friday, eventually 
setting his quickest lap on a small-port 
cylinder head 1989-spec engine. For 
race day the suspect durability of that 











motor would mean Fred using a '91 
engine with a modified air-box, which 
had also shown up well in practice. 

Surprise seventh was the lanky 
Dutchman Jeff de Vries, the privateer 
Yamaha rider finding out just how 
much time Dunlop's qualifier can gain. 
His effort earned extra marks consid- 
ering he arrived late after dashing down 
from the superbike races at Assen on 
Wednesday and Thursday. He won both 
races. He led Phillis and Pirovano's 
factory-supported machines. Phillis’ 
performance was a disappointment 
after being third fastest on Friday and 
he had a day to forget, first being 
involved in Monti's shunt and aggra- 
vating a long-term back injury as a 
result, then rattling the valves on one 
motor. In the afternoon he found the 
torquier replacement required different 
suspension settings. Another thing 
making it more frustrating for him and 
the team was that the ZXR750R was 
the fastest bike in a straight line, the 
Ducati riders in particular commenting 
on it. 

German Superbike Championship 
leader Udo Mark was close behind 
them on his Mitsui Yamaha and 
thanked Phillis for accidentally giving 
him a tow in session two. 

Terry Rymer, still suffering from his 
separated shoulder, managed to qual-' 
ify 11th and was another thwarted on 
his qualifying run in session two when 
the red flag came out. Jari Suhonen 
made his return to World Champion- 
ship competition, qualifying 17th 
despite running out of fuel and being 
stranded at the top of the circuit. Juan 
Lopez-Mella wasn't even in the top 36 
after the first session, but a big eltort 
on his supposedly slower second bike 
got him in. South African Russell 
Wood was 27th on the difficult factory 
Bimota. ? 

With 56 bikes attempting to qualify, 
a few regulars missed out, notably 
Christian Laveille (Ducati France), 
Massimo Broccoli (Velmotor 2000 
Kawasaki), Christophe Guyot (Honda) 
and former Е-1 World Champion 
Virgino Ferrari, riding the RB Kawa- 
saki vacated by Wood. In total, just 
over 5.2 seconds covered the entire 
field. But from pole back to the first 
of the Japanese motorcycles was 1.452 
seconds. 


Race One 


If there is one thing the Japanese 
bikes still do better than the Ducatis 
it is get off the line, apparently the 
Yamahas best of all, as Pirovano led 
Mark and DeVries into the chicane 
with Falappa, Phillis — riding with 
pain-killing injections because of his 
back — Mertens and Roche next. 

Pirovano stayed at the front in the 
early going with Phillis and the 
Ducatis moving up into contention 
while Mark, DeVries and Merkel 
dropped away. 

Phillis slipped past Pirovano into 
the chicane on lap four as Roche, 
Mertens, Falappa and Polen, riding his 
fresher spare bike, homed in. But the 
Italian went down in a spectacular 
high-side at the exit to the Bosch Kurve 
on lap five. He wasn't hurt and that 
left a five-bike train streaking away at 
the front. 

Behind them Mark had his hands 
full with Rymer and the slow-starting 
"Tardozzi. The German's oil and water 
temperature gauges were beginning to 
go off the clock after the head gasket 
blew, but the engine never missed a 
beat all race, although he lost places 
as he pulled out of the slipstream to 
give the engine cool air. 

Merkel was next along, firing the 
Honda into the corners but simply 
unable to make headway on the 
straights and when his front Pirelli 





began fading after five laps his prob- 
lems deepened. Behind him DeVries 
was being reeled in by a big gaggle 
of riders, including the slow-starting 
Suhonen and Jean-Yves Mounier 
(Canal Masters Yamaha). 

Phillis's time at the front was short- 
lived, slipping right to the back of the 
train as first Roche then Mertens went 
by. These two swapped the lead 
between them for most of the rest of 
the race. All the time the pace was 
quickening, from just under the lap 
record they dipped down and down 
and then into the 52s. 

On lap 14, Pirovano's Yamaha 
slowed dramatically as a huge chunk 
of rear Michelin came flying off, Polen 
actually riding over it. But unlike Mick 
Doohan at Hockenheim, the damage 
was too severe to continue. The men 
from Michelin suspected the tire had 
been cut rather than have suffered some 
sort of construction or technical flaw. 
They backed that feeling up by not 
withdrawing that type of tire for race 
two. 

That left the lone Kawasaki up 
against the Ducatis and with two laps 
to go Phillis was back up into second 
behind Mertens, but Polen squeezed by 
on lap 17 and Roche dived in at the 
Bosch Kurve on the final lap as Phillis 
ran wide. The looping downhill right 
had been Roche's downfall during the 
race as well, three times he missed 
fourth gear there because of his injured 
foot. 

Polen had spent most of the race at 
the back of the group, watching and 
waiting and he admitted later he had 
made a "calculated mistake" in that 
he had given the Belgian too much 
head-start, for Mertens had managed 
to eke out a small advantage. But the 
Texan gave it a big shot, getting right 
up to the Total Ducati as they entered 
the last corner, setting a new 1:51.881 
lap record as he flashed under the 
checkered flag 0.27 seconds behind. 


Merkel to leave Honda in '0? 


n 1991, Fred Merkel, the man who won the 





Roche and Phillis were next, the four 
of them separated by just 1.2 seconds. 

Tardozzi held off the valiant and 
pained Rymer to take fifth by just 0.208 
seconds, Mark beat out Merkel by 0.172 
in the sprint to the line, while the next 
group of Suhonen, Mounier, DeVries, 
Fabrizio Furlan (Team Rumi Honda) 
and Swiss Bruno Bammert (IXS 
Motorrad Mode Yamaha) fanned out 
across the track to be separated at the 
flag by less than one second. 


Race Two 


This was run in slow motion for 
much of its length, at least when you 
take into consideration Polen's new 
lap record. Times went as high as 1:55 
as the same top group of five emerged 
from the early fray to take up the 
leading positions. 

“I think there was a lot of jockeying 
back and forth and cat and mouse 
going on out there," said Polen later. 
Part of the reason at least for his slower 
pace was that he had gone to a harder 
rear tire as the ambient and track 
temperature had both climbed signif- 
icantly from the pleasant lunchtime 
conditions. He figured that this would 
again be decided right at the end and 
he wanted a tire that worked all the 
way. 

The others probably thought the 
same thing but that didn't stop them 
from trying to make breakaways. First 
Pirovano, then Phillis, the Yamaha 
rider again, Mertens, Roche, and 
finally on lap 11, Polen. 

But not even he could break the tow. 
The pace was quickening, low 53s, 
then high 52s as Roche and then 
Mertens took over the lead and Polen 
went right back to fourth as Phillis 
passed him around the outside into the 
chicane in one of his typically flowing 
moves and got the crowd cheering, at 
least those among the 25,000 who 
weren't rooting for the Ducatis. 

Pirovano, as the serious end of the

race approached, could not sustain the 
pace. Again it was the rear tire, but 
this time it simply couldn’t handle the 
abuse the hard-revving Italian was 
handing out. 

By the last lap the order was Roche, 
Mertens, Polen and Phillis hanging 
on. Going by noise alone, you would 
never have guessed that there was a 
Japanese bike up with the Ducatis, for 
as they opened the throttle to accelerate 
up the Flatshach from the chicane, the 
three red V-twins drowned out all other 
sounds. A sound that was full of meat 
and luxurously rich, it penetrated 
every nook and cranny of the beautiful 
Austrian valley. 

Polen was the one with the drive, 
slip-streaming past Mertens before the 
big right Dr. Tiroch Kurve. On the run 
down to Bosch Kurve he went by 
Roche. For the first time in the race 
he went through the left kink before 
Bosch flat-out: “I never saw anyone 
after that,” he grinned. 

Not for want of trying by Mertens, 
though, who was desperately keen to 
record his first ever World Champion- 
ship double victory. He drove inside 
Roche into the downhill left after the 
Bosch — for some reason called the 
Schikane — and drove right up to 
Polen’s rear wheel in a replay of race 
one. But once again the man who led 
onto the straight won the race. Roche 





was next, 0.205 seconds the gap back 
to him and Phillis had driven super- 
hard off the final turn to just miss out 
on а rostrum position. 

Forgotten in the fracas, came Piro- 
vano and Tardozzi — the latter suf- 
fering front tire problems — while 
Falappa came out on top of a hugely 
entertaining battle with Merkel, 
Rymer and Mark. Despite electrical 
problems causing a misfire, the 888 
was still quick enough to keep the 
Japanese bikes behind. 

And Polen now has another Ducati 
behind him. Mertens — the only man 
seemingly capable of challenging for 
wins or the championship — has now 
moved into second position some 33 
points behind. Phillis dropped to third 
with 95 and will have problems 
holding off an improving Roche, let 
alone beating the two Ducatis ahead 
of him. cN

BLOUNTVILLE, TN, JUNE 24-30 

ould Mike Brown repeat as 
C Volunteer State Champion? That 

was the big question going into 
this year’s event. When all the motos 
were run, Brown had racked up his 
second Volunteer State title, tying 
Damon Bradshaw for repeat wins and 
earning $1150, as well. The rider that 
prevented Brown from a perfect score 
of four wins over the weekend was Ezra 
Lusk. 

More {Кап 550 riders from 16 states 
converged on Muddy Creek Raceway 
in scenic eastern Tennessee to enjoy 
a full weekend of motocross racing. 
The eighth round of the 15-race Pizza 
Plus/Cirgo-backed AMA Southeastern 
Regional MX Championship Mega- 
Series featured a guaranteed $5000 Pro 
purse. For those who did well in 
Amateur classes, promoter Sam Gam- 
mon handed out giant trophies back 
10 places and thousands of dollars 
worth of contingencies offered by Gear 
Racewear, Dunlop Tires, Scott USA, 
Oury, Pro Circuit, Renthal by AXO, 
Boyesen, Bell Helmets, Wiseco, 100%, 
Gatorz Sunglasses, Phillips 66 Racing 
Gas and Typographics. 

In the first 125cc A moto Doug Stone 
grabbed the holeshot. Blasting down 
the stairsteps, however, Brown and his 
Jim’s M.C. Sales/Shoei/Dunlop/Sil- 
kolene/Alumilite/Tsubaki/Acerbis/ 
Answer/Smith/Pro Circuit-backed 
Kawasaki soon put Stone behind him. 
Lusk soon slipped around Stone in the 
whoops and took off after Brown. 
Early in lap two, flying over the 
backstretch tabletops, Lusk forged 
ahead, though Brown answered back 
coming over the camelbacks, and the 
duo fought side by side coming down 
the stairsteps, through the tower 
sweeper and over the spectator 
tabletop. 

During the entire next lap, Brown 
and Lusk swapped back and forth until 
Brown took control by the end of lap 
three. By this time the two were 15- 








18 seconds ahead of third-place Jeff 
Glass, and with the pressure from 
behind gone, Lusk figured he'd let 
Brown lead for a while and watch his 
lines. Halfway through lap six of the 
eight-lap contest, Lusk saw his chance 
and ducked under Brown in the tower 
sweeper, streaking to a 10-second lead. 
Brown settled back and finished 
second. 

Brown swept to the front at the start 
of the second moto, with Andrews and 
Glass on his rear fender. Glass was 
followed by Mike Goolsby, Todd 
Bennick, Chad Lough, Davey Yezek, 
Jim Chester, Lusk and Billy Schlag. 
By the end of lap two, Brown opened 
up a 10 second lead over Glass. Lusk 
began the march to the front from his 
ninth-place start, and at the end of the 
second lap was challenging Yezek and 
Bennick. At the end of the back 
straight, Lusk pulled a spectacular 
jump pass on both Yezek and Bennick. 

On the next lap, Lusk dispatched 
Andrews in the woods section and 
turned his sights on Glass, aiming for 
second in his campaign to unseat 
Brown. Glass also turned up the wick, 
and the interval between Brown and 
Lusk grew steadily shorter with each 
round. A lap and a half before the 
finish, Lusk zapped Glass on the inside 
of the tower sweeper and darted away, 
out of reach and in possession of 
second spot. However, time ran out, 
as Lusk was unable to catch Brown 
before the end of the last lap. 

Glass out-gunned Brown to the first 
turn at the start of the first 250cc A 
moto but left too much room on the 
inside of turn two for Brown to scoot 
past and be first down the stairsteps. 
Soon after Glass was pressured by 
Lusk, Schlag, Lough and Mike 
Andrews. Halfway through lap two, 
Lusk overtook Glass coming off the 
stairsteps and set off in pursuit of 
Brown. A lap later Lusk caught up but 
launched too high over the jump, 








landed on his front wheel and was spit 
off his bike. Lusk retrieved his bike, 
slowly remounted and limped back to 
the pits to recover. 

All alone out front, Brown figured 
he had it made, until he looked over 
his shoulder and saw Glass closing in. 
For the remainder of the race, Brown 
rode conservatively, protecting his 
lead, with Glass in tow. 

Mike Andrews had been working his 
way through traffic from a midpack 
start in moto two. On lap four he 
passed Lough to assume fourth. 
Andrews caught Schlag at the same 
spot, and claimed third, which he held 
until the checkered flag. Sean Dukes 
reached fourth after passing Lough 
and Schlag. 

Brown grabbed the holeshot in moto 
two, followed by Yezek, Glass, Lough 
and Andrews; Lusk gated in eighth. 
By the end of lap one, the front five 
had rearranged themselves into Brown, 
Glass, Yezek, Lough and Andrews, 
respectively. The order remained the 
same until the last lap, when Yezek 
nipped Glass to take over second. Lusk 
found himself behind Chester on lap 
three and followed for three more laps 
before getting brake-checked to the 
ground. Lusk fell back a bit but shot 
past on the last lap, stealing sixth. 
Brown scored the overall, ahead of 
Glass, Yezek, Andrews and Lough.  . 

Greg Rand blew away the 125cc B 
Modified and Schoolboy classes. 
Joshua Steel was the runner-up in the 
125cc B Modified class, while he 
dominated the 250cc B Modified class. 

“Tm glad Greg doesn't have a 250 
yet,” said Stege. 

Brandon Smith nailed down two 
third-place finishes in the 125 and 
250cc B Modified classes. 

In the Schoolboy class Patrick Greer 
stayed on Rand's heels for a secure 
second spot. Greer presently holds the 
Schoolboy class lead in the series by 
65 points. 

Scott Moore racked up perfect scores 
in the 250cc Stock and Modified 
classes. Moore didn't fare so well in 
the 125cc Modified meeting, however, 
ending up fourth overall. Brad Simp-

Each day will feature a 100-mile on/ 
off-road ride, hotel accommodations, 
lunch and dinners, an event T-shirt, 
route sheets for both days, and chase 
trucks.

World Championship 250cc MX Series 
competitor Mike Healey, will make 
his first appearance at the United 
States 250cc Grand Prix at Unadilla 
on July 14. Healey, who is currently 
tied with fellow American Trampas 
Parker for second in the point 
standings behind Italian Alessandro 
Puzar, is looking forward to compet- 
ing on the world-famous course. “I’ve 
seen pictures of it, it looks awesome,” 
said Healey, who hails from Costa 
Mesa, California. “Depending on how 
much support I get from the other 
American riders at Unadilla, I think 
I have a good chance of catching Puzar 
in points. I started the series 40 points 
down, and now I'm tied for second! 
I'd like to win the race, I know I have 
the speed and conditioning." With 
three rounds remaining, Healey and 
Parker lie 36 points behind Puzar, 169- 
205. 


The Human Race Team (Bim) won 
their third straight AMA/CCS Endu- 
rance Challenge on Friday, July 5, at 
the Charlotte Motor Speedway in 
Charlotte, North Carolina. The 
Humans topped Gold Hill Racing 
(Yam) by two laps in the three-hour 
race with Yamaha of Jacksonville 
finishing third. The GTU class was 
won by Orion Racing (Hon) over 
Elin Racing (Yam) and Team Toomer 
(Kaw). 


Australian Kevin Magee will team 
with Doug Chandler on the Nescafe 
Yamaha for the July 28 Suzuka 8- 
Hour. Once again, Rothmans Honda's 
Michael Doohan and Wayne 
Gardner will team up for HRC. 
Honda had asked Rothmans Kane- 
moto Honda's Luca Cadalora to join 
Australian Darryl Beattie on a Honda- 
backed squad, but the Italian declined. 


The International Racing Teams 
Association (IRTA) has recom- 
mended to the FIM that they not go 
to the Interlagos circuit for the Braz- 
ilian GP on September 8 because 
safety improvements that they asked 
for were not done. However, it is only 
a recommendation and the FIM has 
the final say in whether the race goes 
on or not. IRTA's only power is in 
a boycott, though no one thinks it will 
come to that. A decision on whether 
there would be an alternative GP will 
not be made until, and if, the event 
is cancelled. In a bizarrely worded 
communique sent to the Dutch TT at 
Assen, the Brazilian race organizers 
said all of the improvements had been 
made and it was all a 
“misunderstood.” 


Canadian road racer Jon Cornwell 
followed his 35th place qualifying 
mark with a 23rd place finish in the 














250cc Dutch GP on June 29 aboard 
a Yamaha. Fhe Canadian, who was 
backed by Shoei and Ohlins, was 
pleased with his performance and will 
beracing in the next two GPs in France 
and England, though he has to return 
between them for a race commitment 
in Canada. 


The rumor of Team Marlboro 
Roberts Yamaha and Lucky 
Strike Suzuki switching from Dun- 
lop to Michelin surfaced again at the 
Dutch GP. Jacques Morelli, Michel- 
in’s man on the scene, had previously 
said a decision on whether they would 
have the capacity to build enough tires 
for the extra teams would be made in 
mid-July. The rumor has the teams on 
Michelin rubber for the British GP at 
Donington Park in early August. 


American sidecar passenger Peter 
Essaff was dropped from Dutchman 
Egbert Streuer’s Lucky Strike team at 
the Dutch GP and joined forces with 
Brit Gary Thomas in the Motorsports 
Import LCR. According to Streuer, 
Essaff was dropped due to lack of 
experience, which Essaff readily con- 
ceded, adding there were no hard 
feelings. The Californian was headed 
home after Assen, but planned to 
return for the French GP hoping for 
a chance to drive. one of the chairs. In 
Holland, Essaff and Thomas qualified 
22nd but crashed twice on the third 
lap of the 16-1ар race, the second stunt 
in a sixth-gear, left-hand kink that tore 
the body off the machine, though 
neither was hurt. “Two crashes in one 
lap,” Essaff said.. “If you can’t win, 
you might as well have fun.” Streuer, 
with his new passenger Derek Jones 
of Britain, won the race. 


British frame builder Steve Harris 
said at the Dutch GP that he was 
building 15 Yamaha YZR500 
replica es, to Yamaha specs, for 
sale alone or with a Yamaha engine. 
Kenny Roberts has already said he 
would buy 10 for sale in the U.S. The 
frame alone is expected to cost roughly 
$20,400 and a complete bike with a 
spares kit about $85,000. The bikes will 
be fitted with Ohlins suspension and 
conventional steel brakes. 


Marlboro Roberts Yamaha’s John 
Kocinski turned in the fastest lap 
time of the two-day IRTA test at Paul 
Ricard in the south of France on July 
5-6. Kocinski clocked a one-minute, 
22.4-second lap. Kocinski’s teammate 
Wayne Rainey was second quickest 
at 1:22.6 just ahead of Rothmans 
Honda’s Michael Doohan at 1:22.7. 
Texan Kevin Schwantz turned a 
1:23.1 on the Lucky Strike Suzuki. 
Rothmans Honda's Wayne Gardner 
crashed at Paul Ricard but wasn't 
seriously injured. Cagiva's Alex 
Barros, however, wasn't as fortunate. 
The Brazilian rebroke his right wrist, 
broke his right collarbone and frac- 
tured seven bones in his right hand 
in the get-off. Barros may miss the 
remainder of the season because of the 
injuries.
